COUNTY   FREE   LIBRARY   LAW 

The  handbook  of  Library  Laws  of  the 
State  of  California,  revised  to  date,  is 
available  for  distribution.  The  1938  edi- 
tion is  slightly  larger  in  format  than 
former  issues,  and  includes  all  legal  pro- 


visions relating  to  librarians  and  libraries 
of  the  state.  Added  are  charter  provi- 
sions that  affect  librarians,  and  county 
budget  provisions.  Sections  which  are 
now  inoperative,  such  as  tliose  detailing 
the  amount  of  salaries  for  county  librari- 
ans, have  been  deleted  from  the  publiea'- 
tion. 

A  reprint  of  the  section  on  county  fi'ee 
library  laws  has  been  issued  in  this 
revised  form  also  as  a,  separate  booklet.

meetings  of  the  Editorial  Committee  of 
the  American  Library  Association  on 
Nov.  10  and  11.  Miss  Hitt  and  Mr.  Hen- 
derson represented  the  Library  at  the 
Portola  District  of  C.  L.  A.,  meeting  at 
Asiicniar  over  the  week-end  of  Dec.  9-10.

BOOKS    FOR   THE    BLIND    SECTION 

Mrs.  Carol  I.  Alderson,  in  charge. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  mate- 
rial available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on 
request.  Writing  appliances  and  games 
for  the  blind  are  loaned  as  samples  to 
those  wishing  to  buy  such  articles,  so 
that  the  different  kinds  can  be  tried  be- 
fore they  are  ordered.  Addresses  of  firms 
supplying  all  articles  loaned  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed 
literature  are  carried  free  through  the 
mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type 
in  the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  re- 
questing them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
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Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request 
for  the  period  1931-1939.  News  Notes, 
reprinted  from  Neivs  Notes  of  California 
Lihraries.  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  <iuarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books 
to  the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrowers  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to 
send  post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the 
Library  inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

At  the  1931  session  of  Congress  an  an- 
nual appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made 
for  providing  books  for  the  adult  blind. 
In  1935  an  additional  $75,000  was  ap- 
propriated for  talking  books.  Since  that 
time  annual  appropriations  for  both  pur- 
poses have  been  made,  $175,000  being  the 
appropriation  for  talking  book  records  in 
1937,  1938  and  1939.  The  Library 
of  Congress  distributes  to  the  various 
printing  houses  for  the  blind  the  assign- 
ments of  printing  books  for  the  blind 
readers  of  the  United  States.  The  Cali- 
fornia State  Library  has  been  designated 
as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the  books 
and  the  talking  book  records  supplied 
from  these  appropriations.  Many  titles 
have  been  received  and  are  reported  cur- 
rently in  the  list  of  books  added,  with  the 
note  that  they  are  provided  by  the  United 
States  government  through  the  Library 
of  Congress.     See  page  44. 

Since  May,  1936.  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  several 
hundred  talking  book  machines  in  Cali- 
fornia and  Nevada  to  blind  persons  un- 
able to  purchase  such  machines  for  them- 
selves. These  machines  are  made  as  a 
W.  P.  A.  project  and  are  distributed  as 
loans  for  an  indefinite  period.  Those 
persons  who  are  interested  in  borrowing 
them  should  write  to  the  State  Library. 
They  will  be  sent  application  blanks  in 
turn  as  more  machines  are  available  for 
distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify 
the  following  accession  and  circulation 
figures.  Prior  to  1932  there  was  only 
one  Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was 
known  as  European  Braille.  Books  in 
the  English  language  printed  in  this  type 
were  published  only  in  England.  The 
United  States  publishing  houses  printed 
most  books  for  the  blind  in  Revised 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  U.  In  1932 
the  Uniform  Type  Commission,  repre- 
senting   all    English    speaking   countries, 


met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to  adopt 
Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
brailled  books  for  adults.  Standard 
English  Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified 
form  of  European  Braille,  having  189 
contractions.  There  will  be  no  further 
additions  to  the  European  Braille  col- 
lection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 

Total  accessions  are  42,769*  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books  2921 ; 
Moon  books  10,276;  Revised  Braille 
books  13,046;  Standard  English  Braille 
books  8568 :  all  other  types  4208  ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  Braille  music 
scores  2304  ;  appliances  88 ;  games  59 ; 
maps  35.  Total  talking  books  (con- 
tainers) 1264.  26  books  have  been  lost 
or  discarded  from  January  1  to  Decem- 
ber, 1939.  There  are  9,449  magazines 
available  in  Moon,  Braille,  and  New 
York  Point. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 10,329  books,  etc.,  were  loaned  as 
follows:  Braille  Grades  1  and  1*,  1744; 
Braille  grade  2,  1906;  Moon,  2499;  all 
other  types,-  30  (including  appliances, 
games,  maps )  ;  magazines,  707 ;  talking 
books  (containers),  3342;  talking  book 
machines,  48. 

During  the  year  of  1939,  230  new  bor- 
rowers were  enrolled.  122  borrowers 
were  dropped  from  the  enrollment  when 
they  returned  talking  book  machines.  59 
borrowers  died  during  1939.  The  total 
enrollment  on  January  1,  1940  was  4289. 
43,095  books,  talking  books,  magazines, 
etc.,  were  lent  during  the  year.

Kate  M.  Foley,  home  teacher  of  the 
blind,  is  at  the  Argyle  Apartments,  146 
McAllister  Street,  San  Francisco,  every 
Thursday  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  UNderhill  7510.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  the  bay  region 
and  the  Santa  Clara  Valley,  with  occa- 
sional trips  to  other  parts  of  the  state. 
Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher  of 
the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
state.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue.  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips 
to  San  Diego. 

From  October  1  to  December  31,  the 
home  teachers  gave  636  lessons  in  the 
homes  of  the  blind  and  30  lessons  in 
libraries.     Thev  made  272  visits  and  calls 


in  connection  with  the  work  for  purposes 
other  than  giving  lessons,  and  have 
received  70  visits  in  connection  with  the 
work. 

During  the  quarter  Miss  Foley  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  383  hours  on  corre- 
spondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
vrrote  506  letters  and  252  postals,  and 
received  274  letters  and  89  postals.  They 
also  answered  and  made  560  telephone 
calls.  They  made  7  addresses.  Miss 
Foley  spent  24  hours  in  proofreading 
hand  copied  books.  The  various  other 
activities  in  connection  with  the  work 
o;:  the  home  teachers  can  not  easily  be 
tabulated.

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  de- 
cided in  the  California  Supreme  and 
xippellate  courts.  State  officers  are 
entitled  to  borrow  books  and  private  in- 
dividuals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Sur>erior  Judge, 
or  other  state  oflicer.  All  books  are 
subject  to  recall,  if  required  by  a  state 
officer,  oj-  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, a  recall  is  fair  and  expedient.

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in 
which  are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the 
State  Library.  In  display  cases  can  be 
shown  about  fifty  prints  at  a  time  and 
exhibits  are  constantly  maintained.  Visi- 
tors are  invited. 

13  prints  were  cataloged  during  the 
quarter,  making  the  total  number  of 
prints  in  the  collection  3518.  Visitors 
for  the  last  three  months  numbered  521. 
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Prints  from  the  library  collection,  the 
works  of  Cadwallader  Washburn,  were 
shown  during  October.  The  November 
exhibit  was  of  woodcuts  and  lithographs 
by  three  Kansas  City  artists — Fred 
Geary,  Miss  L.  M.  Makimson,  and  E. 
Hubert  Deines.  The  annual  showing  of 
work  by  members  of  the  Print  Makers 
Society  of  California  was  presented 
throughout  December;  and  in  the  special 
display  case  were  Mexican  prints  of  the 
Virgin  of  Guadalupe,  selected  from  the 
library's   collection.

The  Reference  Section  handles  all  re- 
quests for  books  and  information  except 
local  law  requests.  It  also  has  the  re- 
sponsibility for  circulation  of  books  and 
other  material.  All  the  general  reference 
books  are  shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall, 
the  main  reading  room  of  the  Reference 
Section. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where 
possible.  Individuals  in  communities 
without  local  library  service  may  borrow 
direct  upon  making  arrangements  with 
the  State  Library. 

During  the  quarter  considerable  time 
has  been  devoted  to  preparing  bibliog- 
raphies in  answer  to  various  requests. 
Comprehensive  bibliographies  have  been 
prepared  on  Mexicon  costumes,  South 
American  art,  and  Scandinavian  art.  A 
selected  and  annotated  list  was  issued 
on  Spiritual  Values  in  the  Home.  Tins 
was  for  the  use  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Spiritual  Values  in  the 
Home  of  the  National  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs.  In  addition  to  these 
special  subjects,  regular  monthly  lists 
are  prepared  on  Education,  and  Crime. 
The  Education  list  includes  the  recent 
books  received  during  the  preceding 
month.  The  list  on  Crime  includes  books, 
received  during  the  preceding  month  and 
all  magazine  articles  listed.  While  these 
bibliographies  are  not  prepared  in  suf- 
ficient quantity  for  free  distribution  we 
si) all  be  glad  to  lend  any  of  them  at 
any    time    they   will   be   of   help.

At  the  meeting  on  February  28, 
Mr.  Henderson  described  a  survey  of  a 
public  library  and  this  was  discussed  by 
the  group  at  the  following  meeting  on 
March  13.  On  March  27  Miss  Hitt's 
reading  of  a  chapter  from  Munthe's 
American  Lihrarianship  was  followed  by 
group  discussion. 

LIBRARY   HOURS 

Week  days  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  except  dur- 
ing July  and  August,  when  the  hours  are 
8  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  The  Prints  Room  is 
closed  between  1  and  2  p.m.  daily. 

The  Library  closes  at  noon  on  Satur- 
day, except  during  sessions  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

BOOKS    FOR   THE    BLIND    SECTION 

Mrs.  Carol  I.  Alderson,  in  charge. 

Lmbossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  mate- 
rial available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on 
request.  Writing  appliances  and  games 
for  the  blind  are  lent  as  samples  to 
those  wishing  to  buy  such  articles,  so 
that  the  diiferent  kinds  can  be  tried  be- 
fore they  are  ordered.  Addresses  of  firms 
supplying  all  articles  lent  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed 
literature  are  carried  free  through  the 
mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type 
in  the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  re- 
questing them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  project.  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request 
for  the  period  1931-1939.  News  Notes, 
reprinted  from  Neios  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books 
to  the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrowers  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to 
send  post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the 
Library  inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 


At  the  1931  session  of  Congress  an  an- 
nual appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made 
for  providing  books  for  the  adult  blind. 
In  1935  an  additional  $75,000  was  ap- 
propriated for  talking  books.  Since  that 
time  annual  appropriations  for  both  pur- 
poses have  been  made,  $175,000  being  the 
appropriation  for  talking  book  records  in 
1937,  1938  and  1939.  The  Library 
of  Congress  distributes  to  the  various 
printing  houses  for  the  blind  the  assign- 
ments of  printing  books  for  the  blind 
readers  of  the  United  States.  The  Cali- 
fornia State  Library  has  been  designated 
as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the  books 
and  the  talking  book  records  supplied 
from  these  appropriations.  Many  titles 
have  been  received  and  are  reported  cur- 
rently in  the  list  of  books  added,  with  the 
note  that  they  are  provided  by  the  United 
States  government  through  the  Library 
of  Congress.     See  page  90. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  several 
hundred  talking  book  machines  in  Cali- 
fornia and  Nevada  to  blind  persons  un- 
able to  purchase  such  machines  for  them- 
selves. These  machines  are  made  as  a 
W.  P.  A.  project  and  are  distributed  as 
loans  for  an  indefinite  period.  Those 
persons  who  are  interested  in  borrowing 
them  should  write  to  the  State  Library. 
They  will  be  sent  application  blanks  in 
turn  as  more  machines  are  available  for 
distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify 
the  following  accession  and  circulation 
figures.  Prior  to  1932  there  was  only 
one  Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was 
known  as  European  Braille.  Books  in 
the  English  language  printed  in  this  type 
were  published  only  in  England.  The 
United  States  publishing  houses  printed 
most  books  for  the  blind  in  Revised 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  IJ.  In  19.32 
the  Uniform  Type  Commission,  repre- 
senting all  English  speaking  countries, 
met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to  adopt 
Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
Brailled  books  for  adults.  Standard 
English  Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified 
form  of  European  Braille,  having  189 
contractions.  There  will  be  no  further 
additions  to  the  European  Braille  col- 
lection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  .Tune  13,  1905. 
Total  accessions  are  now  43,4.52,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books  2921 ; 
Moon  books  10,431 ;  Revised  Braille 
books  13,231 ;  Standard  English  Braille 
books  8751 ;  all  other  types  4208  ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  Braille  music 
scores  2304 ;  appliances  88  ;  games  59 ; 
maps  35.  Total  talking  books  (con- 
tainers) 1424.  There  are  9841  magazines 
available  in  Moon,  Braille,  and  New 
York  Point. 

During  January,  February  and  March, 
11,157  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows : 
Braille   grades   1   and   li,   1776;   Braille 
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grade  2,  2133;  Moou,  2568;  all  other 
types,  39  (including  appliances,  games, 
maps)  ;  magazines,  927;  talking  books 
(containers),  3714. 

Magazine  donors  will  be  listed  here- 
after in  the  October  issue  of  News  Notes 
instead  of  in  each  issue  published.  Books 
given  to  the  Library  are  indicated  in  the 
list  of  books,  etc.,  which  have  been  added 
to  the  collection  during  the  last  three 
months.

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue,  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips 
to   San  Diego. 

Home  teaching  service  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  State  has  been  temporarily 
suspended  because  of  the  illness  of  Miss 
Kate  M.  Foley.  There  will  be  a  notice 
in  News  Notes  when  the  service  is  re- 
sumed. 

During  the  quarter  Miss  Foley  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  341  hours  on  corre- 
spondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
wrote  279  letters  and  222  postals,  and 
received  164  letters  and  77  postals.  They 
also  answered  and  made  387  telephone 
calls.  They  made  2  addresses.  The  vari- 
ous other  activities  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  home  teachers  can  not 
easily  be  tabulated.

The  California  Section  aims  to  have  a 
thoroughly  good  collection  of  books  on 
the  history  and  description,  resources  and 
industries  of  the  state,  as  well  as  the 
works  of  California  authors  in  all  de- 
partments of  literature.  These  are  made 
accessible  by  means  of  a  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 
California  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being  se- 
cured, together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  section  also  contains 
over  16, (XX)  bound  volumes  of  newspapers, 
a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed  with 
reference  to  the  history  of  the  state.

State  officers  are 
entitled  to  borrow  books  and  private  in- 
dividuals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  All  books  are 
subject  to  recall,  if  required  by  a  state 
officer,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, a  recall  is  fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  counties  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries  and  individuals.

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in 
which  are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the 


State  Library.  In  display  cases  can  be 
shown  about  fifty  prints  at  a  time  and 
exhibits  are  constantly  maintained.  Visi- 
tors are  invited. 

168  prints  were  cataloged  during  the 
quarter,  making  the  total  number  of 
prints  in  the  collection  3686.  Visitors 
for  the  last  three  months  numbered  818. 

The  annual  exhibition  of  the  California 
Society  of  Etchers  was  held  during  Janu- 
ary. Examples  of  the  work  of  members 
of  the  Prairie  Print  Makers  of  Wichita, 
Kansas,  were  shown  during  February. 
The  exhibition  for  March  consisted  of 
color  etchings  and  dry-points  of  Max 
PoUak. 

During  the  quarter,  the  Prints  Libra- 
rian made  three  talks,  all  in  the  Prints 
Room  and  all  on  the  subject.  How  Prints 
Are  Made.  One,  in  January,  was  before 
a  group  of  P.E.O.  members  ;  another,  on 
March  28th  to  the  Fair  Oaks  Thursday 
Club  and  the  other,  on  the  evening  of 
the  29th  for  the  Book  Collectors'  Club  of 
Sacramento.  On  the  evening  of  March 
1.3th  the  Prints  Room  was  open  for  a 
meeting  of  the  Northern  California  Arts 
and  a  reception  honoring  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Max  Pollak. 

A  new  service  has  been  inaugurated  in 
the  preparation  of  a  small  collection  of 
prints  which  will  be  lent  upon  request. 
The  collection  consists  of  twelve  prints 
illustrating  the  principal  varieties  of 
print  making.  These  are  mounted,  cov- 
ered with  lumarith  and  the  edges  bound 
with  drafting  tape.  Each  print  is  labeled 
with  the  name  of  the  artist,  the  title  of 
the  print,  identification  of  its  kind  and 
a  concise  description  of  the  process  used. 
An  etched  copper  plate  is  also  included.

CONVENTION 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  Hilton,  Long  Beach,  on  April  16- 
20.  On  the  first  morning  various  county 
library  problems  were  discussed  and  in 
the   afternoon   there   were  four   talks,   as 


follows :  "What  a  New  County  Librarian 
Needs  to  Know"  by  Mrs.  Carma  Zim- 
merman, Orange  County,  and  Edith  Tay- 
lor, Tuolumne  County ;  and  "What  a 
County  Librarian  Needs  to  Know  in 
Starting  a  New  County  Library"  by 
Roxie  Hall,  Calaveras  County,  and  Mrs. 
Faye  K.  Russell,  Placer  County. 

As  a  result  of  a  discussion  on  a  revi- 
sion of  the  basis  for  a  contract  for 
county  library  service  to  high  schools,  a 
committee  to  work  on  this  subject  was 
requested.  Mrs.  Margaret  Van  Dussen 
has  been  asked  to  serve  as  chairman  of 
the  committee.  Two  other  members  will 
be  announced  later. 

Progress  was  reported  by  Mary 
Barmby,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
a  History  of  California  County  Libraries. 
The  Writers'  Project  has  become  inter- 
ested and  the  proposal  made  was  dis- 
cussed.   Questions  regarding  financial  re- 
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sponsibility  and  other  matters  arose, 
which  are  still  being  worked  on  in  the 
various  counties.

COUNTY  FREE   LIBRARY  LAW 

The  handbook  of  Library  Latcs  of  the 
State  of  California,  revised  to  date,  is 
available  for  distribution.  The  1938  edi- 
tion is  slightly  larger  in  format  than 
former  issues,  and  includes  all  legal  pro- 


visions relating  to  librarians  and  libraries 
of  the  state.  Added  are  charter  provi- 
sions that  affect  librarians,  and  county 
budget  provisions.  Sections  which  are 
now  inoperative,  such  as  those  detailing 
the  amount  of  salaries  for  county  librari- 
ans, have  been  deleted  from  the  publi- 
cation. 

A  reprint  of  the  section  on  county  free 
library  laws  has  been  issued  in  this 
revised  form  also  as  a  separate  booklet. 

A  pamphlet,  Facts  About  California 
County  Libraries,  is  also  available.

On  June 
16  Miss  Gillis  welcomed  delegates  of  the 
California  Historical  Society  meeting  for 
luncheon  at  the  Stanford  Home  in  Sac- 
ramento and  was  hostess  in  the  after- 
noon to  the  group  that  visited  the  State 
Library. 

At  the  County  Library  convention  in 
Long  Beach  Miss  Hitt  explained  how  the 
libraries  of  the  state  are  cooperating 
with  the  Social  Welfare  Department  in 
preparation  for  coming  examinations  in 
that  field.  In  May  Miss  Hitt  went  to 
Cincinnati  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
A.  L.  A.  Editorial  Committee  on  the 
26th  and  to  attend  the  annual  convention 
during  the  remainder  of  that  week.  She 
acted  as  joint  leader  with  Louis  J. 
Kroeger,  Executive  Ofiicer  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Personnel  Board,  in  an  Em- 
ployee Relations  Clinic  held  for  an  hour 
and  a  half  each  morning  during  the  week. 
At  the  request  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  Miss 
Hitt  served  on  the  examining  board  that 
conducted  oral  interviews  with  the  can- 
didates for  the  position  of  assistant  li- 
brarian (in  charge  of  extensions)  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Public  Library. 


At  the  C.  L.  A.  in  Long  Beach  Mr. 
Henderson  was  a  member  of  a  panel  dis- 
cussing the  new  Constitution  of  the  as- 
sociation. At  the  final  meeting  of  the 
convention,  Mr.  Henderson  was  elected 
president  for  the  year  1940-1941.  On 
April  29  he  spoke  on  the  State  Library 
at  the  Sacramento  State  Employees 
Men's  Luncheon  Club.  On  May  11  he 
presided  at  a  called  meeting  of  the 
C.  L.  A.  executive  committee  in  San 
Francisco.  Mr.  Henderson  attended  the 
County  and  Regional  Libraries  Institute 
held  in  Cincinnati  May  24-26  as  well  as 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  A.  L.  A. 
which  followed.  He  participated  in  a 
panel  discussion  of  the  topic,  "Strength- 
ening the  State  Library  Agency,"  and 
presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  Library 
Buildings  Round  Table  of  which  he  is 
chairman. 

Miss  Wenzel  was  the  speaker  at  the 
California  Historical  Society  meeting 
held  at  the  Stanford  Home  on  June  16. 
Her  subject  was  "Finding  Historical 
Facts  About  the  Stanfords  in  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Library."  Other  staff  mem- 
bers who  attended  the  luncheon  were 
Miss  Mumm,  Mr.  Harlow,  Miss  Duff, 
Miss  Look,  and  Mrs.  Gibson.  Miss 
Haines  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Special 
Libraries  Association,  San  Francisco 
Bay  Region  Chapter,  on  June  13.  Miss 
Montfort  went  to  Santa  Barbara  for  the 
meeting  of  the  State  Association  of  Min- 
eralogical  Societies,  April  19-20.  She  is 
an  officer  in  the  Sacramento  Society. 
Neal  Harlow  acted  as  interlocutor  in  a 
symposium  on  early  California  printing 
at  a  Bibliographical  Club  dinner  in 
Berkeley  April  20.  Helen  Dobson  has 
been  elected  president  of  the  California 
AVriters  Club. 

The  State  Library  was  well  repre- 
sented at  the  third  annual  Institute  on 
Government  held  in  Sacramento  on  .lune 
15.  Mr.  Henderson  worked  on  publicity 
and  Miss  Murray  on  program.  Both 
are  on  the  State  Employees  Committee 
on  Education  which  plans  the  Institute 
and  also  directs  the  School  of  Govern- 
ment in-service  training  progi-am.  The 
following  staff  members  attended  one  or 
more  of  the  sessions :  Miss  Look,  Mrs. 
Maloy,  Miss  Grant,  Miss  Montfort,  Miss 
]Mumm,  Miss  Ryan,  Miss  Carder,  Mrs. 
Gibson,  Miss  Morris,  Mrs.  Hook,  Mr. 
Woolcott,  Mrs.  Buhler,  Miss  Dennison, 
Mrs.  Waldron,  Miss  Harmon,  and  Miss 
Murray. 

Miss  Kate  M.  Foley  retired  from  state 
service  on  .June  16.  She  has  been  home 
teacher  of  the  blind  since  1914  and  in 
that  capacity  has  given  help  and  in- 
spiration   to    countless    blind    pupils    in 
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California  and  has  won  for  herself  na- 
tional recognition  iu  her  field.  Her  re- 
tirement is  a  real  loss  to  the  state.  On 
June  23  Flora  Bishop  was  married  to 
Mr.  Ted  M.  Davis.  Emily  Lumbard  did 
practice  work  in  the  State  Library  dur- 
iQg  the  last  two  weeks  in  June  in  prepa- 
ration for  her  entrance  into  Library 
School  next  semester. 

The  State  Library  was  among  those 
libraries  cited  for  outstanding-  publicity 
during  1939  by  the  judges  for  the  Wilson 
Publicity  Honor  Koll.  The  publication, 
"Facts  aljout  the  California  State  Li- 
brary," was  considered  by  the  judges  to 
be  especially  worthy  of  mention. 

The  staff  association  held  three  meet- 
ings and  a  picnic  during  the  quarter.  At 
the  first  meeting  on  April  24  Mrs.  Gib- 
son reported  on  the  C.  L.  A.  meeting. 
This  was  followed  by  a  discussion  of  the 
proposed  revision  of  the  staff  association 
constitution.  Discussion  of  the  consti- 
tution was  continued  at  a  business  meet- 
ing held  on  May  28.  A  third  meeting 
was  held  on  June  26,  at  which  time  Mr. 
Henderson  made  a  report  of  the  Staff 
Organizations  Round  Table  meeting 
which  he  attended  in  Cincinnati  as  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  State  Library  Staff 
Association.  Miss  Hitt  also  told  some- 
thing of  the  discussion  which  took  place 
at  the  Employee  Relations  Clinic.  The 
picnic  was  held  the  evening  of  June  18 
in  Del  Paso  Park.  The  following  com- 
mittees were  responsible  for  the  success 
of  the  occasion :  Refreshments — Mar- 
garet Dennisou,  chairman.  Hazel  Blank- 
enburg,  John  Block,  Roy  Chastain,  Elsie 
Gibson,  Curtis  Hoffman,  George  Sapu- 
nor,  Dorothy  Scott,  Harlo  Whipple,  El- 
mer Woolcott ;  Entertainment — Sarah 
Carder,  chairman,  Benjamin  Avin,  Eloise 
Ryan,  Glen  Smith ;  Transportation — 
Pauline  Michels,  chairman,  William 
Lyons. 

During  the  quarter  the  staff  was  called 
upon  twice  to  make  donations  to  worthy 
causes.  In  April  under  the  leadership 
of  Mrs.  Elsie  Gibson  $28.00  was  raised 
for  the  Boy  Scouts.  In  June  sixty  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  and  the  State  Library 
W.  P.  A.  Project  contributed  $95.55  for 
the  American  Red  Cross  in  its  emergency 
relief  campaign.  Miss  Hitt  was  re- 
sponsible for  collections  in  the  Library- 
Courts  Building  and  was  assisted  in  the 
State  Library  by  Mrs.  Maloy,  Mrs. 
Hook,  Mrs.  Michie,  and  Miss  Carder. 

The  professional  group  of  the  staff  met 
on  April  10  for  discussion  of  certain 
chapters  of  Munthe's  American  Libra- 
rianship.  At  another  meeting  on  May 
1,   Miss  Gillis,  Miss  Dennison,  and  Mrs. 


Maloy  spoke  on  some  points  of  the  C.  L. 
A.  meeting  in  Long  Beach.  On  June  12 
Mr.  Henderson  gave  an  account  of  the 
County  and  Regional  Libraries  Insti- 
tute which  preceded  the  A.  L.  A.  con- 
vention at  Cincinnati. 

On  April  13  the  class  of  the  School  of 
Librarianship,  LTniversity  of  California, 
paid  the  customary  annual  visit  to  the 
State   Library.

BOOKS    FOR  THE    BLIND   SECTION 

Mrs.  Carol  I.  Alderson,  in  charge. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  mate- 
rial available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on 
request.  Writing  appliances  and  games 
for  the  blind  are  lent  as  samples  to 
those  wishing  to  buy  such  articles,  so 
that  the  different  kinds  can  be  tried  be- 
fore they  are  ordered.  Addresses  of  firms 
supplying  all  articles  lent  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed 
literature  are  carried  free  through  the 
mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type 
iu  the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  re- 
questing them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request 
for  the  period  1931-1939.  Netcs  Notes, 
reprinted  from  Neivs  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books 
to  the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrowers  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to 
send  post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the 
Library  inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail   penarately. 

At  the  1931  session  of  Congress  an  an- 
nual appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made 
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for  providing  books  for  tlie  adult  blind. 
In  1935  an  additional  $75,000  was  ap- 
propriated for  talking  books.  Since  that 
time  annual  appropriations  for  both  pur- 
poses have  been  made,  $175,000  being  the 
appropriation  for  talking  book  records  in 
1937,  1938  and  1939.  The  Library 
of  Congress  distributes  to  the  various 
printing  houses  for  the  blind  the  assign- 
ments of  printing  books  for  the  blind 
readers  of  the  United  States.  The  Cali- 
fornia State  Library  has  been  designated 
as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the  books 
and  the  talking  book  records  supplied 
from  these  appropriations.  Many  titles 
have  been  received  and  are  reported  cur- 
rently in  the  list  of  books  added,  with  the 
note  that  they  are  provided  by  the  United 
States  government  through  the  Library 
of  Congress.     See  page  129. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
bad  the  responsibility  of  assigning  several 
hundred  talking  book  machines  in  Cali- 
fornia and  Nevada  to  blind  persons  un- 
able to  purchase  such  machines  for  them- 
selves. These  machines  are  made  as  a 
W.  P.  A.  project  and  are  distributed  as 
loans  for  an  indefinite  period.  Those 
persons  who  are  interested  in  borrowing 
them  should  write  to  the  State  Library. 
They  will  be  sent  application  blanks  in 
turn  as  more  machines  are  available  for 
distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify 
the  following  accession  and  circulation 
figures.  Prior  to  1932  there  was  only 
one  Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was 
known  as  European  Braille.  Books  in 
the  English  language  printed  in  this  type 
were  published  only  in  England.  The 
United  States  publishing  houses  printed 
most  books  for  the  blind  in  Revised 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  1^.  In  1932 
the  Uniform  Tvdc  Commission,  repre- 
senting all  English  speaking  countries, 
met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to  adopt 
Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2,  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
Brailled  books  for  adults.  Standard 
English  Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified 
form  of  European  Braille,  having  189 
contractions.  There  will  be  no  further 
additions  to  the  European  Braille  col- 
lection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 
Total  accessions  are  now  44,13.3,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books  2918 ; 
Moon  books  10,547 ;  Revised  Braille 
books  13,328;  Standard  English  Braille 
books  9025  ;  all  other  types  4208 ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  Braille  music 
scores  2.304 ;  appliances  88  ;  games  61 ; 
maps  35;  talking  books  (containers) 
1619.  There  are  10,222  magazines  avail- 
able in  Moon,  Braille,  and  New  York 
Point. 

During  April,  May  and  June,  11,293 
books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows :  Braille 
grades  1  and  1^,  1838 ;  Braille  grade 
2,  2133 ;  Moon,  2661 ;  all  other  types,  30 


(including  appliances,  games,  maps)  ; 
magazines,  895 ;  talking  books  (con- 
tainers), 3736.

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue,  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips 
to   San  Diego. 

Home  teaching  service  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  State  has  been  temporarily 
suspended  because  of  the  illness  of  Miss 
Kate  M.  Foley.  There  will  be  a  notice 
in  Neivs  Notes  when  the  service  is  re- 
sumed. 

During  the  quarter  Miss  Morrison 
spent  .350  hours  on  correspondence  and 
preparing  lessons.  She  wrote  163  letters 
and  193  postals,  and  received  88  letters 
and  58  postals.  She  also  answered  and 
made  266  telephone  calls.  She  made  2 
addresses.  The  various  other  activities 
in  connection  with  the  work  of  home 
teaching  can  not  easily  be  tabulated.

The  California  Section  aims  to  have  a 
thoroughly  good  collection  of  books  on 
the  history  and  description,  resources  and 
industries  of  the  state,  as  well  as  the 
works  of  California  authors  in  all  de- 
partments of  literature.  These  are  made 
accessible  by  means  of  a  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 
California  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being  se- 
cured, together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  section  also  contains 
over  16,000  bound  volumes  of  newspapers, 
a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed  with 
reference  to  the  history  of  the  state. 
Students   will  be  assisted  in   their  work.

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  de- 
cided in  the  California  Supreme  and 
Appellate  courts.  State  officers  are 
entitled  to  borrow  books  and  private  in- 
dividuals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  All  books  are 
subject  to  recall,  if  required  by  a  state 
officer,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, a  recall  is  fair  and  expedient.

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GIFTS  AND  BEQUESTS 


From  responses  to  the  request  for  information  on  gifts  and 
bequests  made  to  all  municipal,  county  and  district  libraries  as  part  of 
the  annual  report  forms  sent  out  in  June  1940,  and  additional  infor- 
mation collected  from  occasional  newspaper  items,  are  selected  the  fol- 
lowing items  of  special  interest: 


Gifts  to  California  libraries  of  books, 
singly  and  in  groups,  have  been  received 
by  thousands.  Magazine  subscriptions 
and  copies  of  periodicals  are  also  numer- 
ous. Gifts  and  bequests  of  money,  though 
much  less  frequent,  are  significant.  Dona- 
tion of  newspaper  space  for  library  pub- 
licity may  be  credited  to  many  an  editor. 
Complimentary  services  and  special  cour- 
tesies to  local  libraries  are  innumerable, 
ranging  in  time  spent  on  boards,  com- 
mittees and  benefit  programs  to  actual 
custodianship  of  a  branch  or  station, 
with  little  or  no  salary. 

We  find  again  it  is  practically  impossi- 
ble to  make  adequate  note  of  the  gen- 
erosity of  countless  individuals  through- 
out the  State  in  giving  of  their  own  time 
and  talents  to  conduct  story  hours  for 
boys  and  girls  at  libraries,  to  give  lec- 
tures and  book  reviews  for  library- 
sponsored  community  programs,  to  pro- 
mote campaigns  and  benefit  affairs  for 
new  library  buildings,  to  offer  profes- 
sional advice  for  the  welfare  of  the  li- 
braries as  public  institutions. 

It  is  suggested  that  if  more  recognition 
be  given  donors  of  small  gifts,  the  show  of 
appreciation  may  lead  to  larger  or  more 
frequent  contributions.  People  often  just 
do  not  realize  that  libraries  would  be  glad 
to  receive  material  for  historical  collec- 
tions and  the  like. 

Of  the  individual  gifts  and  bequests  to 
libraries  during  the  past  year  a  brief 
selection  is  noted  as  follows : 

A.  K.  Smiley  Public  Library,   Redlands 

A  bequest  of  $2000  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Eldridge  M.  Lyon,  donor  of  the 
Lyon  wing  of  the  Library,  for  the  en- 
dowment fund. 

Calaveras  County  Free  Library 

Gifts  from  the  generous  Mr.  D.  Fricot 
of  many  books,  as  well  as  $50  for  the 
purchase  of  books  and  $25  for  periodi- 
cals, titles  to  be  selected  by  the  Librarian. 


California   State    Library 

Dr.  Paul  Heron  Reilly  of  Vallejo  gave 
a  fine  collection  of  daguerreotypes,  photo- 
graphs of  his  family  and  other  early  Cali- 
fornians  and  related  material. 

Eight  original  etchings  from  Theodore 
Baggelman,  which  he  made  as  illustra- 
tions for  a  brochure,  "Romance  of  Cali- 
fornia." 

From  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  gifts  of  county  histories, 
genealogical  material  and  publications  of 
the  society  have  been  continued. 

Dr.  John  Henry  Nash,  aiming  to  com- 
plete the  Library's  collection  of  books, 
brochures  and  broadsides  from  his  own 
famed  press,  has  given  numerous  items. 
Among  the  distinguished  examples  of  his 
fine  work  is  the  costly  Saint  Bonaven- 
tura  Life  of  Saint  Francis,  a  remarkably 
lovely  volume. 

Colton    Public    Library 

The  establishment  of  the  Library  as 
headquarters  for  historical  collections  of 
old  photographs  and  any  letters  or  docu- 
ments which  would  be  interesting  and 
educational  for  the  future  history  of 
Colton  has  invited  donations  of  material 
from  residents  of  the  community. 

Contra    Costa    County    Free    Library 

The  Past  Presidents'  Assembly  of  the 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  gave  a 
talking  book  machine,  to  be  lent  to  needy 
blind  persons  in  the  county. 

Goodman  Library,  Napa 

A  Gaylord  sloping  table  and  matching 
bench  were  presented  to  the  Library  for 
the  new  boys'  and  girls'  department  by 
Napa  Post  of  the  American  Legion,  and 
window  drapes  for  the  room  were  pro- 
vided by  the  Napa  County  Council  of 
P.  T.  A. 

Los    Angeles    Museum    Library 

Miss  B.  Mabury  has  given,  in  memory 
of   her    brother,    Paul    Rodman    Mabury, 
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about  1500  volumes,  cousisting  of  works 
on  art,  English  literature  and  English 
history,  including  many  examples  of  fine 
printing  and  binding. 

Los  Angeles  Public   Library 

The  Carnegie  Corporation  gift  (usually 
made  to  universities),  known  as  the 
Music  Study  Set,  consists  of  600  recoi-d- 
ings,  100  volumes  for  music  reference 
study  and  80  miniature  scores.

The  Chowchilla  Branch  Library  and 
the  town  of  Chowchilla  received  Don 
Blanding's  personal  collection  of  books 
Avheu  he  disposed  of  his  Califoi'nia  home 
early  this  year. 

The  County  Librarian's  report  also 
states  that  "gifts  of  books,  magazines 
and  flowers  have  cheered  the  staff  and 
given  pleasure  to  our  patrons.  These  ex- 
pressions of  good  will  are  very  heartening 
and  greatly  appreciated." 

Marin   County   Free   Library 

The  late  Peter  Andersen  Jensen,  re- 
tired Bolinas  cook,  appreciated  the  serv- 
ices of  the  Marin  County  Library  and 
Welfare  Department  to  the  extent  of 
leaving  all  his  meager  estate  (valued  at 
not  more  than  $1000)    to  them. 

National    City    Public    Library 

In  addition  to  many  gifts  of  books, 
periodicals  and  flowers  from  patrons,  the 
Library  was  enriched  by  three  gifts  of 
money  :  from  Max  Thelen,  $.50  for  pur- 
chasing non-fiction  for  the  Edmund  and 
Fanny  Thelen  Shelf ;  from  Mrs.  Charles 
Short,  $15  for  purchasing  books  for  the 
Young  People's  Shelf ;  and  from  Arthur 
Marston,  $25  for  the  same  purpose. 

Generous  cooperation  of  many  Na- 
tional City  citizens  and  organizations 
made  possible  the  purchase  for  the  Pub- 
lic Library  of  the  valuable  and  complete 
file  of  two  local  newspapers,  dating  from 
1882.

Mrs.  Levy  added  a  nearly  equal 
amount  to  the  sum  in  order  to  buy  two 
of  Colin  Campbell  Cooper's  paintings  for 
the  Library. 

Palo  Alto   PubJic   Library 

Through  the  interest  of  Hon.  F.  L. 
Crist,  much  valuable  local  history  mate- 
rial was  obtained  from  the  estate  of 
W.  H.  Myrick  of  Mayfield. 

Outstanding  among  gifts  was  the  gen- 
erous donation  of  a  building  by  Mrs. 
Lucie  Stern,  to  be  constructed  and  used 
for  a  Children's  Library  at  the  Com- 
munity Center.

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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES— ANNUAL  STATISTICS 


In  June  annual  report  blanks  were  sent  to  all  California  libraries 
listed.  Statistics  from  these  annual  reports  are  printed  in  this  issue. 
Except  when  otherwise  noted,  statistics  are  for  the  period  from  July  1, 
1939,  to  June  30,  1940. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  print  those  facts  about  libraries  of  the  State 
for  which  we  are  most  frequently  asked  by  persons  compiling  library 
statistics  or  comjjaring  two  or  more  libraries  on  the  basis  of  general 
facilities  and  services. 

The  Public  Library  Statistical  Report,  a  standard  form  for  gather- 
ing statistics  on  city,  county  and  district  libraries  throughout  the 
United  States,  has  been  used  again  this  year.  A  set  of  supplementary 
sheets  has  also  been  used  to  gather  more  detailed  statistics  on  library 
conditions  peculiar  to  California,  particularly  of  the  significant  service 
given  by  county  libraries  to  schools. 

Problems  in  regard  to  the  collecting  of  library  statistics  center 
chiefly  on  three  objects :  currency  of  news,  accuracy  of  information, 
and  uniformity  in  methods  of  calculating  totals.  For  accomplishment 
of  these  objects,  directories,  professional  journals  and  printed  items 
about  California  libraries  (as  gathered  by  a  newspaper  clipping 
agency) ,  are  checked  constantly  for  facts  in  addition  to  those  reported 
directly  to  the  State  Library  each  j^ear  by  librarians.  In  order  that 
librarians  will  compile  the  totals  they  report  in  a  uniform  manner,  the 
following  requirements  and  definitions  haA^e  been  applied. 


The  assessed  valuation  as  given  for 
each  county  does  not  include  the  value  of 
intangible  property,  a  third  of  the  tax  on 
which  goes  to  the  county.  Figures  for 
assessed  valuation  are  based  on  the  an- 
nual statement  No.  16,  California  State 
Controller's  Dept. 

Population  statistics  are  given  for  all 
towns  having  municipal  libraries. 
Figures  for  area  and  population  as  used 
in  this  publication  are  taken  from  statis- 
tics in  the  U.  S.  Census  Population 
Bulletin,  1930. 

County  law  libraries  are  all  supported 
by  income  received  from  the  $1.00  fee  fOr 
filing  papers  in  civil  suits,  so  this  in- 
formation is  not  stated  with  statistics  for 
each  of  them. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  publication,  a 
municipal  or  city  free  library  is  one 
which  has  l)een  legally  established  by 
city  officials,  is  Supported  by  income  from 
taxation  or  other  public  funds,  and  has 
its  own  trustees  or  other  civil  governing 
body. 

An  agency  is  any  ijlaee,  such  as  a  cen- 
tral   library,    branch,    station,    or    book 


automobile  station,  that,  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  public  librai'y  system,  dis- 
tributes books  or  otherwise  renders  li- 
brary service  to  the  public. 

The  total  number  of  distributing  agen- 
cies of  a  public  library  includes  the  cen- 
tral library  as  well  as  its  branches  and 
stations.  To  avoid  duplication  in  count, 
then,  the  central  office  of  a  county  library 
is  neither  counted  nor  listed  as  a  sepa- 
rate community  branch  or  station,  re- 
gardless of  the  type  of  service  it  gives  to 
the  community  in  which  it  is  located. 

A  branch  is  aji  auxiliary  library  with 
separate  quarters,  a  permanent  basic  col- 
lection of  books,  a  permanent  staff,  and  a 
regular  schedule.  It  must  meet  all  of 
these  requirements. 

A  station  is  a  place  from  which  books 
are  distributed,  l)ut  at  which  there  is  no 
permanent  collection  or  library  staff. 

A  school  which  is  served  by  a  public 
library  and  has  not  a  central  library 
room  meeting  the  conditions  of  a  branch 
is  a  school  station.  It  is  counted  just 
as  one  agency  even  though  the  books  may 
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be  divided  into  a  number  of  class-room 
collections. 

While  the  iniiform  report  blank  cen- 
ters interest  on  housing  of  agencies,  this 
State  Library  is  interested  in  type  of 
service  given  in  agencies  (e.g.  school  and 
community).  For  our  purpose  a  branch 
housed  in  a  school  but  giving  service 
entirely  to  the  community  is  something 
very  different  from  a  school  agency  af- 
filiated for  school  service.  The  first  is 
counted  as  a  community  agency,  the 
second  as  a  school  agency. 

A  school  branch  or  station  which  gives 
community  service  is  designated  by  (c) 
following  the  name  of  such  distributing 
agency  of  the  county  library.  A  com- 
munity branch  or  station  which  is  merely 
located  in  a  school  building  and  not  con- 
nected otherwise  with  the  school  library 
service  is  listed  only  as  a  community 
agency. 

Municipal,  district  and  high  school  li- 
braries which  have  affiliated  with  a 
county  library  for  service  are  counted  in 
total  number  of  distributing  agencies  of 
that  county  library  although  listed  sepa- 
rately from  both  its  branches  and  sta- 
tions. 

Branch  library  statistics  are  omitted 
under  the  names  of  various  branches. 
They  are  included,  however,  in  the  gen- 
eral figures  given  under  the  central  li- 
brary. For  this  reason,  circulation  and 
other  statistics  for  their  own  books  only 
and  not  for  county  service  are  shown, 
as  a  rule,  by  high  school,  municipal  and 
other  libraries  which  are  affiliated  with 
a  county  free  library. 

Total  circulation  is  the  count  of  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodicals  lent  for  home 
use,  from  the  central  library  or  any 
agency,  and  the  count  of  each  renewal. 
In  the  total  circulation  of  a  county  li- 
brary is  included  count  of  supplementary 
books  lent  from  schools  for  home  use, 
but  not  those  used  in  class  rooms  only. 

Inter-library  loans  between  libraries 
which  are  an  integral  part  of  the  same 
system  (branches,  stations  and  affiliated 
libraries)  are  not  counted  in  total  circu- 
lation, but  rather  in  shipments  from  a 
central  library.  State  Library  books  bor- 
rowed are  included  in  count  of  inter- 
library  loans  and  also  in  circulation  of 
the  borrowing  library. 

A  "shipment"  from  the  central  library 
is  the  lot  of  items  sent  to  one  agency  at 
one  time.  One  shipment  might  be  two 
packages  or  a  dozen,  and  is  really  a 
count  of  the  times  books  and  other  mate- 
rial have  been  sent  to  branches  and  sta- 
tions.    The  total  items  shipped  would  be 


a  count  of  the  individual  books  or  arti- 
cles in  the  packages  sent. 

We  consider  a  "special  request"  to  be 
a  request  emanating  from  an  individual 
borrower,  for  the  central  library  to  sup- 
ply, through  its  branch  or  station,  a 
specific  book  or  material  on  one  subject. 
In  this  regard  community  service  only  is 
considered,  because  practically  all  school 
requests  seem  to  be  special  requests.  A 
request  from  a  custodian  or  borrower  for 
"more  detective  stories"  would  not  count 
as  a  special  request.  The  count  is  to  be 
made  of  actual  number  of  requests  re- 
ceired  at  the  central  library,  because  all 
the  requests  forwarded  are  worked  over 
by  the  headquarters  staff  even  if  they 
can  not  all  be  filled.  (Items  sent  to 
agencies  in  response  to  requests  are 
counted  under  shipments.) 

While  municipal  libraries  have  been 
asked  to  report  only  the  number  of  peri- 
odical titles  received,  county  libraries  re- 
port the  total  number  of  periodicals 
received,  including  duplicate  titles,  in 
order  to  give  statistics  on  their  distribu- 
tion to  school  and  community  agencies. 

Janitors  and  building  force,  as  well  as 
untrained  custodians  of  community 
branches  and  stations  (of  whom  some  are 
unpaid ) ,  are  included  in  the  total  count 
of  employees. 

All  libraries  are  listed  except  elemen- 
tary public  school  and  church  libraries 
and  those  which  belong  to  private  indi- 
viduals and  are  not  open  to  the  public. 
They  are  arranged  alphabetically  by 
place  under  counties,  and  counties  are 
arranged  alphabetically.  To  determine 
the  county  in  which  any  place  is  located 
see  list  following  these  introductory  para- 
graphs. This  list  includes  locations  of 
branch  and  station  libraries,  although 
they  are  listed  elsewhere  only  under  the 
main  library.

Sections  6  and  7  of  the  County  free  li- 
brary law  (Chap.  68,  Cal.  Statutes  1911) 
read  as  follows : 

Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  cre- 
ated to  be  known  as  the  board  of  library 
examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  libra- 
rian, who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of 
said  board,  the  librarian  of  the  public 
library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  public  library. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a 
county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause, 
after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county 
librarian  unless,  prior  to  his  appointment, 
he  has  received  from  the  board  of  library 
examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for 
the  office.  At  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a 
resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the 
State  of  California.

On  July  29  Miss  Gillis  went  to  San 
Francisco  to  participate  in  the  personal 
interviews  in  the  examination  for  Home 
Teacher  of  the  Blind.  From  there  she 
went  to  Los  Angeles,  where  the  inter- 
views were  continued  on  the  following 
day.  On  July  31  she  gave  a  talk  at 
San  Jose  State  College  to  all  who  had 
been  taking  the  library  courses  there. 
As  the  Sacramento  representative  Miss 
Gillis  attended  a  meeting  of  the  County 
Chairmen  of  the  Women's  Board,  Golden 
Gate  International  Exposition  held  at 
the  Hostess  House,  Treasure  Island,  on 
September  2.  On  September  25  she  was 
speaker  at  the  Sacramento  Lions'  Club 
on  the  subject  "Helping  the  Blind." 
Miss  Hitt  and  Miss  Mumm  attended  a 
Leader  Training  conference  for  two  hours 
each  day  during  a  three  week  period, 
beginning  September  23.  This  confer- 
ence was  sponsored  by  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  State  Employees'  As- 
sociation and  was  in  charge  of  Robert  P. 
Farrington,  Supervisor  and  Instructor 
in  Public  Service  Training,  Bureau  of 
Trade  and  Industrial  Education,  State 
Department  of  Education.  Mr.  Hender- 
son spoke  before  the  Library  Section  of 
the  League  of  California  Cities  on  Sep- 
tember 18.  His  subject  was  The  Part 
of  the  State  Library  in  the  National 
Defense    Program.     September   21-22    he 


presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  California  Library  As- 
sociation in  San  Francisco. 

Prom  July  15  to  August  24  Edward 
T.  Condon  worked  as  temporary  Junior 
Messenger,  covering  the  period  during 
which  Dale  Heinly,  Roy  Chastain  and 
Will  Rogers  were  away  at  military  camp.

Wright  succeeded  Roy  Chastain  as 
Junior  Messenger.  On  September  10 
Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt  of  Berkeley  began 
work  as  Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  Mrs.  Bindt 
was  appointed  from  the  eligible  list 
established  by  a  civil  service  examina- 
tion given  in  August.  On  September  11 
Will  Rogers,  Junior  Messenger,  left  to 
begin  work  in  another  State  department. 
He  was  succeeded  by  Keith  Lamb.  On 
October  1  Rex  Huffman  began  work  in 
the  Book  Repair  Section  succeeding  Mrs. 
Constance  Cartwright  who  resigned  be- 
cause of  poor  health.  George  Sapunor, 
Junior  Typist-Clerk  in  the  Government 
Documents  Section,  resigned  on  Septem- 
ber 23  to  accept  a  position  in  Federal 
service. 

Several  members  of  the  staff  were 
married  during  the  summer.  Will 
Rogers  was  married  July  7  to  Adalene 
Stockdill,  and  on  August  11  Glen  Smith 
was  married  to  Margaret  Jane  Elster.

BOOKS   FOR   THE    BLIND   SECTION 
Eloise   Ryan,  in  charge.* 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  mate- 
rial available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on 
request.  Writing  appliances  and  games 
for  the  blind  are  lent  as  samples  to 
those  wishing  to  buy  such  articles,  so 
that  the  different  kinds  can  be  tried  be- 
fore they  are  ordered.  Addresses  of  firms 
supplying  all  articles  lent  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed 
literature  are  carried  free  through  the 
mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type 
in  the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  re- 
questing them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request 
for  the  period  1931-1939.  Hews  Notes 
reprinted  from  Neics  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books 
to  the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrowers  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside 
mail  boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to 
send  post  card  receipts  or  requests  to 
the  Library  inside  of  books.  When  books 
are  returned  they  often  go  out  very 
quickly  again  and  the  pages  are  not 
opened  up  one  by  one.  Therefore,  a 
request  sent  in  that  way  can  very  easily 
be  lost  for  many  months.  The  post  cards 
should  be  sent  in  the  mail  separately. 

At  the  1931  session  of  Congress  an 
annual  appropriation  of  $100,000  was 
made  for  providing  books  for  the  adult 
blind.     In    1933    an    additional    $75,000

was  appropriated  for  talking  books. 
Since  that  time  annual  appropriations 
for  both  purposes  have  been  made,  $175,- 
000  being  the  appropriation  for  talking 
book  records  in  1937,  1938  and  1939. 
An  additional  $25,000  was  appropriated 
for  this  purpose  in  1940.  The  Library 
of  Congress  distributes  to  the  various 
printing  houses  for  the  blind  the  assign- 
ments of  printing  books  for  the  blind 
readers  of  the  United  States.  The  Cali- 
fornia State  Library  has  been  designated 
as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the  books 
and  the  talking  book  records  supplied 
from  these  appropriations.  Many  titles 
have  been  received  and  are  reported  cur- 
rently in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the 
Library  of  Congress.     See  page  357. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  sev- 
eral hundred  talking  book  machines  in 
California  and  Nevada  to  blind  persons 
unable  to  purchase  such  machines  for 
themselves.  These  machines  are  made 
as  a  W.  P.  A.  project  and  are  distributed 
as  loans  for  an  indefinite  period.  Those 
persons  who  are  interested  in  borrowing 
them  should  write  to  the  State  Library. 
They  will  be  sent  application  blanks  in 
turn  as  more  machines  are  available  for 
distribution. 

On  December  31,  1939,  the  State  Li- 
brary counted  4,289  blind  borrowers, 
using  a  figure  based  upon  registration 
since  1905,  when  the  Blind  Section  was 
started.  In  order  to  compile  statistics 
useful  to  the  Director  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  the  registration  period  upon 
which  the  State  Library  now  bases  its 
total  borrower  figure  has  been  reduced 
to  five  years.  On  January  1,  1940,  ac- 
cording to  the  five-year  registration 
count,  the  total  number  of  borrowers  was 
1,936,  of  which  1,627  borrowed  Braille 
or  Moon  books  and  .309  borrowed  only 
talking  book  records.  Since  January  189 
new  borrowers  have  been  added,  of 
which  115  are  borrowers  of  embossed 
books  and  74  of  talking  book  records 
only.  193  borrowers  have  been  with- 
drawn during  the  same  period  for  the 
following  reasons :  death,  22,  inability 
to  read,  13,  failure  to  borrow  for  five 
years  or  removal  from  the  lending  area 
of  the  California  State  Library,  110,  re- 
turn of  talking  book  machines  by  those 
who  borrowed  only  talking  book  records, 
48.  On  October  1,  1940  the  total  num- 
ber of  blind  borrowers  is  1,932,  of  which 
1,597    borrow    Braille    or    Moon    books. 
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and  335  borrow  only  talking  book 
records. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 
Total  accessions  are  now  44,647,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books  2,918 ; 
Moon  books  10,608;  Revised  Braille 
books  13.360;  Standard  English  Braille 
books  9,211 ;  all  other  types  4,208  ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  Braille  music 
scores  2,304 ;  appliances  88 ;  games  61 ; 
maps  40;  talking  books  (containers) 
1,849.  There  are  10,622  magazines  avail- 
able in  Moon,  Braille,  and  New  York 
Point. 

During  July,  August  and  September, 
11,520  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows : 
Braille  grades  1  and  1*,  1.888;  Braille 
grade  2,  2,315;  Moon,  2,760;  all  other 
types,  24  (including  appliances,  games, 
maps)  ;  magazines,  749 ;  talking  books 
(containers),   3784. 

From  July  1,  1939,  to  June  30,  1940, 
44,045  books,  talking  books,  magazines, 
etc.,  were  lent.  During  the  same  period 
the  Library  added  2,077  books,  talking 
books,  games  and  appliances  to  the  col- 
lection for  the  blind.  20  books  were 
discarded  or  lost.

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue,  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips 
to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  of  the 
blind  in  the  northern  part  of  California, 
is  at  2730  Garber  Street,  Berkeley,  tele- 
phone THornwall  8680.  Mrs.  Bindt  was 
appointed  in  September  to  replace  the 
late  Kate  M.  Foley  who  had  retired  in 
June,   1940. 

During  the  quarter  Miss  Morrison  and 
Mrs.  Bindt  gave  356  lessons  in  pupils' 
homes  and  31  lessons  in  libraries  and 
club  rooms.  They  spent  308  hours  on 
correspondence  and  preparing  lessons, 
wrote  202  letters  and  174  postals,  and 
received  102  letters  and  78  postals.  They 
answered  and  made  298  telephone  calls. 
They  made  114  visits  and  calls  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  for  purposes  other 
than  giving  lessons.  The  various  other 
activities  of  the  home  teachers  can  not 
easily  be  tabulated. 

HOME    TEACHING    REPORTS 

July  1,  1939-June  30,  1940 

A  detailed  annual  report  from  Miss 
Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  on  file  at  the 
State  Library.  A  condensed  account  of 
her  work  for  the  year  and  that  of  Miss 
Foley  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1939 
to  January  31,  1940,  shows  the  main 
activities  to  be  as  follows : 
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Miss  Morrison  has  given  lessons  in  the 
following  counties  during  the  past  year : 
Los  Angeles,  San  Bernardino,  Orange, 
Riverside,  Ventura  and  San  Diego.  She 
attended  meetings  of  various  Braille 
clubs  and  also  the  annual  picnic  for  the 
blind  at  Tournament  Park,   Pasadena. 

Miss  Foley  made  regular  visits  and 
gave  lessons  in  San  Francisco,  Oakland, 
Berkeley,  Alameda,  San  Leandro,  Hay- 
ward,  Burlingame,  San  Mateo,  Palo  Alto, 
Santa  Clara  and  San  Jose.  Occasional 
trips  were  made  to  Fresno. 

Miss  Morrison  and  Miss  Foley  made 
regular  visits  to  the  Industrial  Work- 
shops and  Homes  to  give  lessons.  They 
kept  in  touch  with  pupils  outside  of  their 
immediate  territory  through  correspond- 
ence, sending  needed  instructions  and  en- 
couragement. Mrs.  Bindt  is  continuing 
the  regular  lessons  at  the  Industrial 
Home   for  the   Adult  Blind   in   Oakland. 

Our  home  teachers  wish  to  extend  their 
sincere  gratitude  to  all  the  agencies  and 
individuals  who  have  helped  to  make 
their  work  successful  during  the  past 
year.

State  officers  are  en- 
titled to  borrow  books  and  private  indi- 
viduals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  All  books  are 
subject  to  recall,  if  required  by  a  state 
officer,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, a  recall  is  fair  and  expedient.

QUARTERLY   NOTES 

On  November  13  Miss  Gillis  spoke  at 
a  dinner  meeting  of  the  elementary  school 
librarians  of  Sacramento.  On  December 
10  she  made  an  impromptu  talk  on  the 
Sutro  Branch  Library  Project  at  a  No 
Host  dinner  given  by  the  Professional 
and  Service  Division  of  Work  Projects 
Administration,  District  7,  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  dinner  was  for  sponsors, 
project  supervisors  and  the  administra- 
tive staff.  On  October  30  Miss  Hitt 
went  to  Oakland  to  serve  on  a  civil  serv- 
ice examining  board  for  the  Alameda 
County  Civil  Service  Commission,  in  an 
examination  for  Senior  Librarian  in  the 
Alameda  County  Library.  She  also 
represented  the  State  Library  on  the 
Qualification  Appraisal  Board  in  the  ex- 
amination for  Junior  Librarian  and  Li- 
brary Aid  in  the  State  Library.  The 
interviews  were  held  in  Sacramento  on 
November  13,  in  San  Francisco  on  the 
14th  and  in  Los  Angeles  on  the  18th, 
19th  and  20th.

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION 
Eloise   Ryan,  in  charge. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  mate- 
rial available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on 
request.  Writing  appliances  and  games 
for  the  blind  are  lent  as  samples  to 
those  wishing  to  buy  such  articles,  so 
that  the  different  kinds  can  be  tried  be- 
fore they  are  ordered.  Addresses  of  firms 
supplying  all  articles  lent  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed 
literature  are  carried  free  through  the 
mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type 
in  the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  re- 
questing them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request 
for  the  period  1931-1939.  Neivs  Notes, 
reprinted  from  JSleics  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books 
to  the  Library  in  Braille. 


Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to 
send  post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the 
Library  inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  in 
the  mail  separately. 

At  the  1931  session  of  Congress  an  an- 
nual appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made 
for  providing  books  for  the  adult  blind. 
In  1935  an  additional  $75,000  was  ap- 
propriated for  talking  books.  Since  that 
time  annual  appropriations  for  both  pur- 
poses have  been  made,  $175,000  being  the 
appropriation  for  talking  book  records  in 
1937,  1938  and  1939.  An  additional  $2i 
000  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose  in 
1940.  The  Library  of  Congress  distrib- 
utes to  the  various  printing  houses  for 
the  blind  the  assignments  of  printing 
books  for  the  blind  readers  of  the  United 
States.  The  California  State  Library 
has  been  designated  as  one  of  the  centers 
to  receive  the  books  and  the  talking  book 
records  supplied  from  these  appropria- 
tions. Many  titles  have  been  received 
and  are  reported  curi*ently  in  the 
list  of  books  added,  with  the  note  that 
they  are  provided  by  the  United  States 
government  through  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress.    See  page  40. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  several 
hundred  talking  book  machines  in  Cali- 
fornia and  Nevada  to  blind  persons  un- 
able to  purchase  such  machines  for  them- 
selves. These  machines  are  made  as  a 
W.  P.  A.  project  and  are  distributed  as 
loans  for  an  indefinite  period.  Those 
persons  who  are  interested  in  borrowing 
them  should  write  to  the  State  Library. 
They  will  be  sent  application  blanks  in 
turn  as  more  machines  are  available  for 
distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify 
the  following  accession  and  circulation 
figures.  Prior  to  1932  there  was  only 
one  Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was 
known  as  European  Braille.  Books  in 
the  English  language  printed  in  this  type 
v/ere  published  only  in  England.  The 
United  States  publishing  houses  printed 
most  books  for  the  blind  in  Revised 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  1*.  In  1932 
the  Uniform  Type  Commission,  repre- 
senting all  English  speaking  countries, 
met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to  adopt 
Standard  English  Braille,  'or  Braille 
Grade  2,  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
Brailled  books  for  adults.  Standard 
English  Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified 
form  of  European  Braille,  having  189  I 
contractions.  There  will  be  no  further 
additions  to  the  European  Braille  col- 
lection. 
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The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 
Total  accessions  are  now  45,310,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books  2918 ; 
Moon  books  10,739 ;  Revised  Braille 
books  13,450 ;  Standard  English  Braille 
books  9434 ;  all  other  types  4208 ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  Braille  music 
scores  2304 ;  appliances  88 ;  games  62 ; 
maps  40;  talking  books  (containers) 
2067.  There  are  10,986  magazines  avail- 
able in  Moon,  Braille,  and  New  York 
Point. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 10,470  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  fol- 
lows :  Braille  Grades  1  and  1^,  1654 ; 
Braille  Grade  2.  2315;  Moon,  2512;  all 
other  types,  10  (including  appliances, 
games,  maps)  ;  magazines,  1100;  talking 
books    (containers),    3122. 

During  the  year  of  1940,  230  new  bor- 
rowers were  enrolled.  56  borrowers 
were  dropped  from  the  enrollment  when 
they  returned  talking  book  machines,  34 
borrowers  died  during  1940.  The  total 
enrollment  on  January  1,  1941  was  1946. 
44,440  books,  talking  books,  magazines, 
etc.,  were  lent  during  the  year. 

Home   Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue,  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips 
to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2730  Gerber  Street,  tele- 
phone THornwall  8680.  She  gives  les- 
sons in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area  and 
down  the  peninsula,  with  occasional  trips 
to  other  places. 

From  October  1  to  December  31,  the 
home  teachers  gave  515  lessons  in  the 
homes  of  the  blind  and  71  lessons  in 
libraries.  They  made  210  visits  and  calls 
in  connection  with  the  work  for  purposes 
other  than  giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter  Mrs.  Bindt  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  440^  hours  on  corre- 
spondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
wrote  251  letters  and  257  postals,  and 
received  155  letters  and  85  postals.  They 
also  answered  and  made  527  telephone 
calls.  They  made  7  addresses.  The 
various  other  activities  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  home  teachers  can 
not  easily  be  tabulated.

accessible  by  means  of  a  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 


California  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being  se- 
cured, together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  section  also  contains 
over  16,000  bound  volumes  of  newspapers, 
a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed  with 
reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work.

tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  de- 
cided in  the  California  Supreme  and 
Appellate  courts.  State  olBcers  are 
entitled  to  borrow  books  and  private  in- 
dividuals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  All  books  are 
subject  to  recall,  if  required  by  a  state 
officer,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, a  recall  is  fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  counties  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries  and  individuals.

The  Prints  Section  is  housed  in  a  spe- 
cially planned  and  equipped  room,  in 
which  are  kept  the  prints  acquired  by  the 
State  Library.  In  display  cases  can  be  . 
shown  about  fifty  prints  at  a  time  and 
exhibits  are  constantly  maintained.  Visi- 
toi's  are  invited. 

Four  prints  were  cataloged  during  the 
quarter,  making  the  total  number  in  the 
collection  3702.  Visitors  during  the  last 
three  months  numbered  485.  During 
October  the  exhibition  was  of  color  prints 
in  all  mediums  from  the  library's  collec- 
tion.

REFERENCE   SECTION

The  Reference  Section  handles  all  re- 
quests for  books  and  information  except 
local  law  requests.  It  also  has  the  re- 
sponsibility for  circulation  of  books  and 
other  material.  All  the  general  reference 
books  are  shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall, 
the  main  reading  room  of  the  Reference 
Section. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where 
possible.  Individuals  in  communities 
vrithout  local  library  service  may  borrow 
direct  upon  making  arrangements  with 
the  State  Library. 

A  revision  of  the  Outline  of  State  Li- 
brary Service  to  High  School  Libraries 
has  just  been  made  ready  for  distribu- 
tion. The  changes  mentioned  in  the 
Outline  are  in  regard  to  minor  points 
only.  The  main  points  covered  are  that 
the  State  Library  lends  books  direct  to 
high  school  libraries  not  belonging  to 
the  county  library  system.  The  books 
are  charged  direct  to  the  high  school 
libraries  and  all  communications  between 
the  high  school  libraries  and  the  State 
Library  are  made  direct,  not  through 
local  public  libraries.  All  requests  are 
to  be  made  by  the  principal  or  the  libra- 
rian of  the  school  and  all  requests  are  to 
be  sent  in  on  the  printed  slips  provided 
by  the  State  Library  for  that  purpose. 
The  principal  is  held  personally  respon- 
sible for  all  books  borrowed.  Trans- 
portation charges  are  paid  by  the  State 
Library  on  packages  leaving  the  State 
Library  with  the  understanding  that 
the  return  postage  is  to  be  prepaid  by 
the  borrowing  institution.  Since  the 
State    Library    does    not    buy    the    more 
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popular  type  of  biography,  history,  travel 
and  current  events  material,  and  since 
only  one  copy  of  any  title  is  purchased, 
there  is  a  definite  limit  to  the  kind  and 
amount  of  material  obtainable,  but  the 
Library  is  glad  to  be  of  such  service  to 
high  school  libraries  as  is  possible.

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed  liter- 
ature are  carried  free  through  the  mails.

Neivs  Notes,  reprinted  from 
Neivs  Notes  of  Calif ornia  Liiraries,  carry- 
ing a  list  of  additions  to  the  Library  each 
quarter,  is  sent  to  each  blind  reader.  The 
State  Library  will  be  glad  to  have  bor- 
rowers who  care  to  do  so  write  any  letters 
or  requests  for  books  to  the  Library  in 
Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to 
send  post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the 
Library  inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent  iii 
the  mail  separately. 

At  the  1931  session  of  Congress  an  an- 
nual appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made 
for  pro\iding  books  for  the  adult  lilind. 
In  1935  an  additional  $7-5,000  was  appro- 
priated for  talking  books.  Since  that  time 
annual  appropriations  for  both  purposes 
have  been  made,  $175,000  being  the  appro- 
priation for  talking  book  records  in  1937, 
1938  and  19-39.     In  1940  Congress  author- 


ized an  increase  in  the  total  appropriation 
for  books  for  the  blind  to  $350,000  per  an- 
num, $250,000  for  talking  books  and  $100,- 
000  for  Braille  books.  The  extra  $25,000 
for  talking  books  was  not  appropriated, 
however,  so  that  the  amount  to  be  ex- 
pended remains  at  $225,000. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress.     See  page  82. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  916 
talking  book  machines  in  California  and 
Nevada  to  blind  persons  unable  to  pur- 
chase such  machines  for  themselves. 
These  machines  are  made  as  a  W.  P.  A. 
project  and  are  distributed  as  loans  for 
an  indefinite  period.  Those  persons  who 
are  interested  in  borrowing  them  should 
write  to  the  State  Library.  They  will  be 
sent  application  blanks  in  turn  as  more 
machines  are  available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  tlie 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify 
the  following  accession  and  circulation 
figures.  Prior  to  1932  there  was  only 
one  Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was 
known  as  European  Braille.  Books  in 
the  English  language  printed  in  this  type 
were  published  only  in  England.  The 
United  States  publishing  houses  printed 
most  books  for  the  blind  in  Revised 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  1*.  In  1932 
the  Uniform  Type  Commission,  repre- 
senting all  English  speaking  countries, 
met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to  adopt 
Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2,  as  the  standard  type  for  press- 
Brailled  books  for  adults.  Standard 
English  Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified 
form  of  European  Braille,  having  189 
contractions.  There  will  be  no  further 
additions  to  the  European  Braille  col- 
lection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  .Tune  13,  1905. 
Total  accessions  are  now  45,944,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books  2918 ; 
Moon  books  10,879 ;  Revised  Braille 
books  13,-549;  Standard  English  Braille 
books  9705  ;  all  other  types  4208  ;  Braille 
books  about  music  and  Braille  music 
scores  2304 ;  appliances  88 ;  games  62 ; 
maps  40;  talking  books  (containers) 
2191.  There  are  11,386  magazines  avail- 
.■ible  in  IMoon,  Braille,  and  New  York 
Point.

2029;  Braille 
Grade  2,  2017;  Moon,  2-548;  all  other 
types  64  (including  appliances,  games, 
maps);  magazines,  732;  talking  books 
(containers),  3705. 
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Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
ytate.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue,  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips 
to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  .Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2730  Garber  Street,  tele- 
phone THornwall  8680.  She  gives  les- 
sons in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area  and 
down  the  peninsula,  vs^ith  occasional  trips 
to  other  places. 

From  .January  1  to  March  31,  the 
home  teachers  gave  579  lessons  in  the 
homes  of  the  blind  and  117  lessons  in 
libraries.  They  made  118  visits  and  calls 
in  connection  with  the  work  for  purposes 
other  than  giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter  Mrs.  Bindt  and 
i\Jiss  Morrison  spent  490f  hours  on  cor- 
respondence and  preparing  lessons. 
They  wrote  230  letters  and  328  postals, 
and  received  185  letters  and  94  postals. 
They  also  answered  and  made  598  tele- 
phone calls.  They  made  4  addresses. 
The  various  other  activities  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  home  teachers  can 
not  easily  be  tabulated.

The  California  Section  aims  to  have  a 
thoroughly  good  collection  of  books  on 
the  history  and  description,  resources  and 
industries  of  the  state,  as  well  as  the 
works  of  California  authors  in  all  depart- 
ments of  literature."  These  are  made 
accessible  by  means  of  a  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 
California  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being 
secured,  together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  section  also  contains 
over  16,000  bound  volumes  of  newspapers, 
a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed  with 
reference  to  the  history  of  the  state.

tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  de- 
cided in  the  California  Supreme  and 
Appellate  courts.  State  officers  are 
entitled  to  borrow  books  and  private  in- 
dividuals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  hy 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  .Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  All  books  are  sub- 
ject to  recall,  if  required  by  a  state 
officer,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, a  recall  is  fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  counties  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries  and  individuals.

The  Reference  Section  handles  all  re- 
quests for  books  and  information  except 
local  law  requests.  It  also  has  the  re- 
sponsibility for  circulation  of  books  and 
other  material.  All  the  general  reference 
books  are  shelved  in  .Tames  L.  Gillis  Hall, 
the  main  reading  room  of  the  Reference 
Section. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where 
possible.  Individuals  in  communities 
without  local  library  service  may  borrow 
direct  upon  making  arrangements  with 
the  State  Library. 

Bibliography  on    Defense 

Since  the  first  of  the  year  the  Refer- 
ence Section  has  been  compiling  a  bibli- 
ography on  Civilian  Defense  in  Wartime. 
The  list  is  typed  the  first  of  each  month 
and  consists  of  magazine  articles,  pam- 
phlets and  books  received  during  the  pre- 
ceding month. 

Phases  of  the  subject  not  included  are 
the  labor  question  and  housing  ;  but  items 
are  included  which  deal  with  air  raids 
and  air  raid  shelters,  the  handling  of 
major  disasters,  the  work  of  local  fire 
departments  and  police  departments,  and 
sabotage.  A  particular  effort  has  been 
made  to  secure  the  publications  of  the  Air 
Raid  Precautions  Department  of  the  Home 
Security  Ministry  of  Great  Britain. 
These  are  small  pamphlets,  each  devoted 
to  a  specific  phase  of  the  subject  of 
civilian  defense.  Typical  titles  are :  "Or- 
ganization of  Decontamination  Services"  : 
"Local  Communications  and  Reporting  of 
Air  Raid  Damages"  ;  "War-time  Lighting 
Restrictions" ;  "Your  Home  As  an 
Air  Raid  Shelter" ;  "Domestic  Surface 
Shelters." 

The  material  listed  is  of  course  avail- 
able for  circulation,  and  if  desired  a  copy 
of  the  bibliography  may  be  secured.

Mr.  Gil- 
dersleeve,  Mrs.  Gibson,  Mr.  Harlow,  Miss 
Morris,  and  Miss  Murray  attended  the 
meeting  .June  15  of  the  .Junior  Members, 
Golden  Empire  District,  C.  L.  A.,  which 
was  held  at  Dunlap's  in  Sacramento. 
Mrs.  Duggin's  article  in  The  Camera  for 
December  1940,  was  copied  in  Australian 
Photo  Review  for  April  1941 :  "The  Wife 
of  Another  Amateur  Speaks." 

Lucille  Dickson  was  temporarily  rein- 
stated in  the  po-sition  of  .Junior  Typist 
Clerk  on  April  12  and  worked  for  a 
mouth  during  the  absence  of  Takeko 
Murakami.  Frank  Myers  was  appointed 
.Junior  Messenger  effective  April  28.  On 
May  12  Esther  L.  Rhoads  was  appointed 
.Junior  Typist  Clerk  and  began  work  in 
the  Catalog  and  Order  Sections  replac- 
ing Shirley  DeCuir,  who  was  appointed 
.Junior  Stenographer  Clerk  in  another 
State  department.  On  May  29  Hazel 
Reed,  who  had  been  substituting  for  Miss 
Grant  for  six  months,  returned  to  her 
permanent  position  in  the  Los  Angeles 
County  Law  Library.     As  Miss  Grant's 
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leave  of  absence  was  extended,  Kath- 
arine Banwell  was  appointed  temporarily 
from  the  Civil  Service  eligible  list.  Miss 
Banwell  came  from  the  Stanford  Uni- 
versity Law  Library.  Mrs.  Carol  Alder- 
son  was  reinstated  as  Senior  Blind  Sec- 
tion Librarian  on  June  2,  substituting 
until  June  21  for  Miss  Ryan,  who  was 
ill.  Ai  Teranishi  resigned  June  4  to 
accept  a  position  as  Intermediate  Stenog- 
rapher Clerk  at  the  Stockton  State  Hos- 
pital. She  was  succeeded  on  June  18  by 
Theodora  Hymes. 

In  accordance  with  a  new  law  passed 
by  the  Legislature  all  members  of  the 
State  Library  Staff  took  an  oath  of 
office  in  May.  Subscribing  to  such  an 
oath  will  subsequently  be  required  of  all 
new  State  employees.  In  May  special 
funds  were  provided  by  legislative  act  to 
pay  retroactive  salary  adjustments  to 
eligible  employees  earning  $150  or  more 
during  the  current  biennium.  The  dis- 
tribution of  these  special  salary  warrants 
brought  to  date  all  salary  adjustments. 
The  biennial  budget  for  1941-43  contains 
sufficient  money  to  care  for  all  the  nor- 
mal adjustments  which  will  come  due 
during  that  period. 

In  recognition  of  Better  Government 
Week  proclaimed  by  the  Governor  June 
9-14  the  State  Library  held  Open  House 
on  Thursday,  June  12,  from  9  a.m.  to  5 
p.m.  and  from  7  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  in  the 
evening.  Approximately  75  visitors  were 
conducted  through  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  library  by  members  of  the 
staff  and  shown  the  resources  and  ser- 
vices that  are  available  to  the  people  of 
California  by  this  division  of  the  State 
government. 

Miss  Gillis  called  a  meeting  of  the 
staff  April  22  at  5  o'clock.  Various 
matters  concerning  the  budget  and  staff 
activities  were  discussed.  The  annual 
spring  picnic  of  the  Staff  Association 
was  held  the  evening  of  June  3  at  Del 
Paso  Park.  The  following  committees 
were  responsible  for  the  success  of  the 
occasion — Food  Committee  :  Grace  Mur- 
ray, Chairman,  Agnes  Wells,  Flora 
Terada,  Mrs.  Buhler,  Elmer  Woolcott, 
Mrs.  Davis  ;  Entertainment  Committee  : 
Noah  Yost,  Chairman,  Rex  Huffman, 
Allen  Bennett ;  Transportation  :  Pauline 
Michels.  Noah  Tost  and  Rex  Huffman 
acted  as  staff  chairman  for  the  United 
Service  Organization  drive  for  funds  in 
June.  Thirtv  staff  members  contributed 
$35.50. 

The  W.  P.  A.  project  of  the  Sutro 
Branch  in  San  Francisco  was  suspended 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  due  to  lack 
of  funds.  The  rented  quarters  on  Market 
Street  which  have  housed  the  project  for 
the  last  fifteen  months  will  be  vacated 
at  the  end  of  July  by  those  few  workers 
who  have  been  kept  on  to  close  the 
project. 

On  April  S  five  students  from  the  De- 
partment of  Librarianship,  San  Jose 
State  College,  visited  several  of  the  sec- 


tions of  the  State  Library.  They  were 
accompanied  by  Miss  Backus,  the  di- 
rector, and  Miss  Vander  Ploeg  of  the 
faculty.  On  April  17  the  class  from  the 
School  of  Librarianship,  University  of 
California,  paid  the  customary  spring 
visit  to  the  State  Library.

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  mate- 
rial available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on 
request.  Writing  appliances  and  games 
for  the  blind  are  lent  as  samples  to 
those  wishing  to  buy  such  articles,  so 
that  the  different  kinds  can  be  tried  be- 
fore they  are  ordered.  Addresses  of  firms 
supplying  all  articles  lent  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed 
literature  are  carried  free  through  the 
mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type 
in  the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  1,  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  re- 
questing them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request 
for  the  period  1931-1940.  Ilews  Notes, 
reprinted  from  Neivs  Notes  of  California 
Libraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
l)lind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books 
to  the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
Virary  should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

Again  we  request  borrowers  not  to 
'•'^nd  post  card  receipts  or  requests  to  the 
Library  inside  of  books.  When  books  are 
returned  they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
fiiiain  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
'^ne  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent 
in  the  mail  separately. 

lender  the  provisions  of  an  Act  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  provide  books  for  the 
"diiit  blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in 
1931,  and  subsequently  amended,  an  an- 
nual annrom-iation  of  .'S350.000  is  author- 
ized, $100,000  for  books  in   raised  char- 
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acters,  and  $250,000  for  sound-reproduc- 
tion records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the 
Library  of  Congress.     See  page  128. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning"  916 
talking  book  machines  in  California  and 
Nevada  to  blind  persons  unable  to  pur- 
chase such  machines  for  themselves. 
These  machines  are  made  as  a  W.  P.  A. 
project  and  are  distributed  as  loans  for 
an  indefinite  period.  Those  persons  who 
are  interested  in  borrowing  them  should 
write  to  the  State  Library.  They  will  be 
sent  application  blanks  in  turn  as  more 
machines  are  available  for  distribution. 

A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the 
various  grades  of  Braille  will  clarify 
the  following  accession  and  circulation 
figures.  Prior  to  1932  there  was  only 
one  Braille  Grade  2  type,  which  was 
known  as  European  Braille.  Books  in 
the  Engli.sh  language  printed  in  this  type 
were  published  only  in  England.  The 
United  States  publishing  houses  printed 
most  books  for  the  blind  in  Revised 
Braille,  or  Braille  Grade  1^.  In  1932 
the  Uniform  Type  Commission,  repre- 
senting all  English  speaking  countries, 
met  in  New  York  and  agreed  to  adopt 
Standard  English  Braille,  or  Braille 
Grade  2,  as  the  standard  type  for  pres.s- 
Brailled  books  for  adults.  Standard 
English  Braille  Grade  2  is  a  modified 
form  of  European  Braille,  having  189 
contractions.  There  will  be  no  further 
additions  to  the  European  Braille  col- 
lection. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 
Total  accessions  are  now  46,537,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books  2918 ;

Home   Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  Southern  part  of  the 


State.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue,  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  FItzroy  .3251.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips 
to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  27.30  Garber  Street,  tele- 
phone THornwall  8680.  She  gives  les- 
sons in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area  and 
down  the  peninsula,  with  occasional  trips 
to  other  places. 

From  April  1  to  June  .30,  the  home 
teachers  gave  .585  lessons  in  the  homes 
of  the  blind  and  87  lessons  in  libraries. 
They  made  195  visits  and  calls  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  for  purposes  other 
than  giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter  Mrs.  Bindt  and 
Miss  ]\Iorrison  spent  468^  hours  on  cor- 
respondence and  preparing  lessons. 
They  wrote  288  letters  and  316  postals, 
and  received  205  letters  and  126  postals. 
They  also  answered  and  made  612  tele- 
phone calls.  They  made  5  addresses. 
The  various  other  activities  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  home  teachers  can 
not  easily  be  tabulated. 

HOME    TEACHING    REPORTS 

July  1,  1940-June  30,  1941 

Detailed  annual  reports  from  the  two 
home  teachers  of  the  blind  are  on  file  at 
the  State  Library.  A  condensed  account 
of  their  work  shows  the  main  activities 
to  be  as  follows : 

Since  takins:  over  her  present  posi- 
tion in  September  1940.  Mrs.  Bindt  has 
visited  17  counties  to  give  instruction  in 
Moon,  Braille  reading  and  writing, 
typewriting,  and  Braille  music.  She 
visits  the  following  counties  approxi- 
mately every  six  weeks :  Contra  Costa, 
Marin,  Napa,  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara, 
Solano  and  Sonoma.  The  majority  of 
her  pupils  is  located  in  Alameda  County, 
however,  with  weekly  visits  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. Lessons  are  given  in  the  pupils' 
homes  wherever  possible,  but  she  also 
meets  Avith  groups  and  individuals  in  rec- 
reational centers  when  this  appears  more 
practicable. 

Instruction  of  pupils  in  communities 
which  Mrs.  Bindt  can  visit  but  infre- 
quently, or  not  at  all,  is  carried  on 
wholly  or  partially  by  correspondence. 
Some  of  these  people  are  as  far  away  as 
Nevada  and  Oregon. 

In  addition  to  carrying  on  her  teach- 
ing duties,  ]\Irs.  Bindt  is  active  in  inform- 
ing individuals,  groups,  and  public  and 
private  agencies  about  the  work  being 
done    for   the   blind. 

In  the  southern  California  field,  27 
years  of  home  teaching  work  have  been 
completed,  initiated  by  the  late  Miss 
Kate  Foley,  and  continued  by  the  pres- 
ent home  teacher.  Miss  Catharine  .T. 
Morrison,  who  now  regularly  visits  5 
southern    California    counties,    and    gives 
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around  100  lessons  a  month.  Miss  Mor- 
rison has  found  her  contacts  with  the 
numerous  social  clubs  and  organizations 
of  great  assistance  in  fostering  the  growth 
of  library  work,  and  expresses  her  grati- 
tude for  the  cooperation  of  these  and 
other  agencies  such  as  public  libraries, 
county  welfare  offices,  and  the  American 
Red  Cross.

State  officers  are  en- 
titled to  borrow  books  and  private  indi- 
viduals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  All  books  are  sub- 
ject to  recall,  if  required  by  a  state 
officer,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, a  recall  is  fair  and  expedient.

For  the  first  three  weeks  of  May  the 
exhibition  was  a  group  of  prints  by 
British  artists,  mostly  landscape,  from 
the  library's  collection.  For  the  last 
week  of  the  month  and  the  first  week 
of  .June,  there  was  hung  a  group  of 
photographs  by  the  Belgian  pictorialist, 
Leonard  Missone.  The  library  is  in- 
debted to  the  Sierra  Camera  Club  for 
this  exhibit. 

It  was  followed  by  a  showing  of  prints 
by  California  artists,  selected  from  the 
library's  collection.  On  the  evening  of 
June  12th  when  the  State  Library  held 
Open  House,  the  Prints  Room  had  sixty- 
five  visitors. 

The  Prints  Librarian  spoke  before  the 
Kingsley  Art  Club  in  Sacramento  May 
19.  Her  subject  was  "How  Prints  Are 
Made."

GIFTS  AND  BEQUESTS 


From  responses  to  the  request  for  iiiforinatioii  on  gifts  and 
bequests  made  to  all  municipal,  county  and  district  libraries  as  part  of 
the  annual  report  forms  sent  out  in  June  1941,  and  additional  infor- 
mation collected  from  occasional  newspaper  items,  are  selected  the  fol- 
lowing items  of  special  interest : 

Berkeley,  Santa  Ana  and  Ventura  are 
among  those  which  reported  receiving  con- 
tributions of  photographs,  manuscripts, 
pamphlets,  programs,  newspapers  and 
other  material  of  historical  value  that 
would  be  difficult  to  secure  except  from 
personal  collections.  Among  the  city  li- 
braries receiving  substantial  gifts  to  their 
music  collections  were  those  of  Oakland, 
Santa  Monica  and  Sonoma. 

The  Monterey  Peninsula  Garden  Club 
presented  about  fifty  garden  books  to  the 
Pacific  Grove  Public  Library.  Also  con- 
tributed to  that  library  was  an  additional 
gift  from  Alvin  Seale  for  the  Ethel  P. 
Seale  South  Sea  Island  collection,  in  this 
instance  fifty -eight  volumes  of  the  records 
of  the  Bishop  Museum  of  Sydney,  Austra- 
lia. Andrews  French  gave  a  collection  of 
museum  items  from  the  South  Seas,  to  be 
used  for  displays  in  connection  with  the 
Seale  Library. 

The  Susan  B.  Anthony  Memorial  Li- 
brary of  California,  1000  items  that  in- 
clude books,  pamphlets,  photographs  and 
letters,  was  given  to  the  Los  Angeles  Pub- 
lic Library.  Funds  and  books  to  continue 
the  Oak  Amidon  Memorial  Collection  in 
Sociology  were  also  contributed  to  the  Los 
Angeles  institution. 


Gifts  to  California  libraries  of  books, 
singly  and  in  groups,  have  been  received 
by  thousands.  Magazine  subscriptions 
and  copies  of  periodicals  are  also  numer- 
ous. Gifts  and  bequests  of  money,  though 
much  less  frequent,  are  significant. 

Services 

Donation  of  newspaper  space  for  li- 
brary publicity  may  be  credited  to  many 
an  editor.  An  editorial  appearing  in  one 
of  the  Napa  newspapers  urging  more  fre- 
quent benefactions  for  the  fine  local  li- 
brary resulted  in  the  anonymous  gift  of 
$100  to  the  Napa  Public  Library. 

Radio  time  without  charge  has  been 
allowed  several  public  libraries  through- 
out the  State  for  the  presentation  of  pro- 
grams publicizing  special  services  and 
holdings  of  the  library  located  in  the 
Same  town  as  the  radio  broadcasting  sta- 
tion. During  the  year  past  Gaylord 
Bros.,  Inc.  of  Stockton  sponsored  for  the 
Public  Library  a  series  of  programs  for 
discussion  of  books  of  interest  to  house- 
wives and  business  men. 

Complimentary  services  and  special 
courtesies  to  local  libraries  are  innumera- 
ble, ranging  in  time  spent  on  boards,  com- 
mittees and  benefit  programs  to  actual 
custodianship  of  a  branch  or  station, 
with  little  or  no  salary.  The  Hoe  Club 
of  Santa  Monica  took  charge  of  landscap- 
ing and  planting  the  Library  patio.  Chi- 
co  was  given  plants  for  landscaping  the 
library  grounds  by  a  local  florist. 

"We  find  again  it  is  practically  impossi- 
ble to  make  adequate  note  of  the  generos- 
ity of  countless  individuals  throughout 
the  State  in  giving  of  their  own  time  and 
talents  to  conduct  story  hours  for  boys 
and  girls  at  libraries,  to  give  lectures 
and  book  reviews  for  library-sponsored 
community  programs,  to  promote  cam- 
paigns and  benefit  affairs  for  new  library 
buildings,  to  offer  professional  advice  for 
the  welfare  of  the  libraries  as  public 
institutions. 

Special   Collections 

Special  collections,  and  events  which 
call  attention  of  the  public  to  the  fact 
that  libraries  are  building  such  collections 
of  historical  material,  music,  gardening 
literature  and  the  like,  encourage  gifts  of 
value  and  interest.     The  city  libraries  of 


Books 

A  collection  of  10,000  volumes  from  the 
library  of  the  late  I.  N.  Smith  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Pasadena  Public  Library 
by  his  son,  Dr.  Milton  V.  Smith.  The 
collection  consists  mainly  of  philosophical 
and  religious  works. 

An  International  Mind  Alcove  has  been 
established  in  the  San  Rafael  Public  Li- 
brary through  the  generosity  of  the  Car- 
negie Endowment  for  International 
Peace.  The  collection,  of  books  dealing 
with  the  daily  life,  customs  and  history 
of  the  various  foreign  peoples,  will  be  con- 
tributed in  installments  over  a  period  of 
about  six  years. 

Mrs.  Walter  Scott  Martin  presented  to 
the  Burlingame  Public  Library  about  250 
books  from  the  library  of  the  late  Prescott 
Scott.  Many  of  the  volumes  deal  with 
Califcjrnia  history. 

Other  valued  gifts  of  books  range  in 
size  from  that  of  the  single  volume  of  an 
unabridged  dictionary  presented  to  the 
San  Bruno  Public  Library  by  the  Wom- 
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en's  City  Club,  to  the  more  than  1000 
A-olumes  given  to  the  Ventura  County  Li- 
brary by  Mrs.  Blanche  Reynolds  from  her 
husband's   collection. 

Furniture  and    Equipment 

The  Berkeley  Public  Library  was  given 
a  Shrine  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  by  the  local  Republican  Women's 
Club.  Many  libraries  in  the  State  have 
been  given  flags  during  the  past  year. 

Clocks,  lamps  and  furniture  of  all  sorts 
have  been  donated  for  library  buildings. 
In  some  instances  members  of  small  com- 
munities have  contributed  nearly  all  the 
furnishings  and  equipment  needed,  as  well 
as  the  rental  of  space  so  that  a  branch 
or  station  of  the  county  library  could  be 
established  for  their  use. 

Orange  County  Library  agencies  have 
been  particularly  favored  with  such  gifts 
recently.  The  Laguua  Library  Board  gave 
for  its  Branch  a  specially  designed  ma- 
hogany charging  desk  and  an  electric  fan, 
as  well  as  funds  to  keep  the  Library  open 
two  evenings  a  week  during  the  winter. 
Tustin  Branch  received  a  maple  book 
truck  from  the  Tustin  Library  Advisory 
Committee.  The  Seal  Beach  City  Coun- 
cil contributed  Venetian  blinds  and  shelv- 
ing for  the  local  Branch  Library.  The 
juvenile  department  of  the  Stanislaus 
County  Library  Branch  in  Newman  was 
given  a  large  oak  table  and  a  dozen 
chairs,  purchased  from  a  balance  in  the 
city's  Golden  .Jubilee  Fund.  Furniture 
for  the  outdoor  reading  room  of  the  Elsi- 
nore  Public  Library  was  donated  by  the 
Grand  Avenue  Civic  Association.  The 
Big  Bear  Woman's  Club  turned  over  to 
San  Bernardino  County  the  club  building 
housing  the  County  Library  Branch. 

Money 

There  have  been  several  substantial 
gifts  of  money  this  past  year  in  the  form 
of  bequests  to  California  public  libraries. 
A  gift  of  $20,000  in  cash  was  made  to 
the  Redwood  City  Library  by  the  late 
Mrs.  Hannah  Schaberg,  to  establish  an 
H.  W.  Schaberg  Memorial.  It  is  likely 
that  a  bi"anch  building  will  be  constructed 
later  from  this  fund. 

Alfred  Fuhrman  bequeathed  the  bulk  of 
his  estate  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.  About  .$95,000  will  be  divided 
equally  between  the  Public  Library  and 
Golden  Gate  Park. 

The  entire  estate  of  John  J.  Ryan, 
amounting  to  between  $12,000  and  $15,- 
000,  was  left  in  trust  to  the  St.  Helena 
Public  Library.  It  yields  about  $30 
monthly  for  Library  purposes. 


A  check  for  $399.50  from  the  estate  of 
the  late  Nettie  Trovinger  was  presented 
to  the  Santa  Cruz  Public  Library  for  the 
purchase  of  reference  books.  Los  Angeles 
Public  Library  received  from  an  anony- 
mous donor  $100  for  the  purchase  of  cer- 
tain books. 

The  San  Diego  Public  Library  was 
willed  $250  by  Edward  S.  McFee,  re- 
ceived $22  and  four  annual  book  club  sub- 
scriptions from  local  clubs,  and  the  anony- 
mous contribution  of  $504.08  to  the 
New   Main   Library   Building  Fund. 

The  A.  K.  Smiley  Public  Library  re- 
ported the  Kirke  Harte  Field  Beque'st  of 
.$5181.62  to  the  endowment  fund  of  the 
Redlands  library.  Mae  Kimball,  former 
staff  member  of  the  Orange  Public  Li- 
brary, bequeathed  to  that  library  the  sum 
of  $357.37  for  the  purchase  of  music 
scores. 

Among  smaller  donations  were  gifts  of 
money  to  the  Colton  Public  Library  total- 
ing $38 ;  $25  from  the  Escondido  Wom- 
en's Club  to  the  local  library,  and  Max 
Thelen's  annual  gift  of  $50  for  the  pur- 
chase of  non-fiction  for  National  City 
Public  Library. 

State    Library 

The  California  State  Library  continues 
to  receive  innumerable  and  varied  gifts  of 
prized  material  for  its  special  collections, 
chiefly  Californiana.  Among  newspaper 
files  received  during  the  year  were:  The. 
Placerville  Ledger  (November  1892-,July 
1893)  from  Mr.  B.  C.  Caplan  ;  a  micro- 
film copy  of  The  Golden  Era  (1878-1880 
and  1888)  from  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Library  ;  bound  volumes  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle  (1896-1900)  from 
the  Sons  of  Sacramento. 

Gifts  of  county  histories,  genealogical 
material  and  publications  of  the  Society 
have  been  continued  by  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution,  California 
State  Society.  The  Sacramento  County 
Historical  Society,  through  the  generosity 
of  its  president,  A.  E.  Goddard,  and  vice- 
president  F.  F.  Thompson,  donated  mis- 
cellaneous historical  material  from  the  old 
D.  O.  Mills  Bank.  Business  records,  pic- 
tures, clippings,  personal  papers,  theater 
programs  and  hotel  registers  were  contrib- 
uted in  groups  by  various  individuals. 

Edith  Allen  Phelps  gave  557  book- 
plates, to  be  added  to  the  State  Library's 
present  extensive  collection.  Miss  Mark 
Milsk  gave  two  of  her  original  etchings. 
The  Library  also  received  a  dozen  original 
wood-blocks  and  a  pair  of  zinc  cuts  for 
illustrations  in  Hutchings'  Illustrated 
California  Magazine,  from  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Hutchings  Mills. 
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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES— ANNUAL  STATISTICS 

In  June  annual  report  blanks  were  sent  to  all  California  libraries 
listed.  Statistics  from  these  annual  reports  are  printed  in  this  issue. 
Except  when  otherwise  noted,  statistics  are  for  the  period  from  Julv  1, 
1940  to  June  30,  1941. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  print  those  facts  about  libraries  of  the  State 
for  which  we  are  most  frequently  asked  by  persons  compilino-  library 
statistics  or  comparing  two  or  more  libraries  on  the  basis  of  general 
facilities  and  services. 

The  Public  Library  Statistical  Report,  a  standard  form  for  gather- 
ing statistics  on  city,  county  and  district  libraries  throughout  the 
United  States,  has  been  used  again  this  year.  A  set  of  supplementary 
sheets  has  also  been  used  to  gather  more  detailed  statistics  on  library 
conditions  peculiar  to  California,  particularly  of  the  significant  service 
given  by  county  libraries  to  schools. 

Problems  in  regard  to  the  collecting  of  library  statistics  center 
chiefly  on  three  objects :  currency  of  news,  accuracy  of  information, 
and  uniformity  in  methods  of  calculating  totals.  For  accomplishment 
of  these  objects,  directories,  professional  journals  and  printed  items 
about  California  libraries  (as  gathered  by  a  newspaper  clipping 
agency),  are  checked  constantly  for  facts  in  addition  to  those  reported 
directly  to  the  State  Library  each  year  by  librarians.  In  order  that 
librarians  will  compile  the  totals  they  report  in  a  uniform  manner,  the 
following  requirements  and  definitions  have  been  applied. 


The  assessed  valuation  as  given  for 
each  county  does  not  include  the  value  of 
intangible  property,  a  third  of  the  tax  on 
which  goes  to  the  county.  Figures  for 
assessed  valuation  are  based  on  the  an- 
nual statement  No.  16,  California  State 
Controller's  Dept. 

Population  statistics  are  given  for 
counties  and  for  all  towns  having  munici- 
pal libraries.  Federal  government  popu- 
lation figures  as  of  April  1,  1940  have 
been  used. 

County  law  libraries  are  all  supported 
by  income  received  from  the  .$1.00  fee  for 
filing  papers  in  civil  suits,  so  this  infor- 
mation is  not  stated  with  statistics  for 
each  of  them. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  publication,  a 
municipal  or  city  free  library  is  one  which 
has  been  legally  established  by  city  offi- 
cials, is  supported  by  income  from  taxa- 
tion or  other  public  funds,  and  has  its 
own  trustees  or  other  civil  governing 
body. 

An  agency  is  any  place,  such  as  a  cen- 
tral library,  branch,  station,  or  book 
automobile  station,  that,  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  public  library  system,  distrib- 
utes books  or  otherwise  renders  library 
service  to  the  public. 

The  total  number  of  distributing  agen- 
cies of  a  public  library  includes  the  cen- 


tral library  as  well  as  its  branches  and 
stations.  To  avoid  duplication  in  count, 
then,  the  central  office  of  a  county  library 
is  neither  counted  nor  listed  as  a  separate 
community  branch  or  station,  regardless 
of  the  type  of  service  it  gives  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  it  is  located. 

A  branch  is  an  auxiliary  library  with 
separate  quarters,  a  permanent  basic  col- 
lection of  books,  a  permanent  staff,  and  a 
regular  schedule.  It  must  meet  all  of 
these  requirements. 

A  station  is  a  place  from  which  books 
are  distributed,  but  at  which  there  is  no 
permanent  collection  or  library  staff. 

A  school  which  is  served  by  a  public 
library  and  has  not  a  central  library  room 
meeting  the  conditions  of  a  branch  is  a 
school  station.  It  is  counted  just  as  one 
agency  even  though  the  books  may  be 
divided  into  a  number  of  class-room  col- 
lections. 

While  the  uniform  report  blank  centers 
interest  on  housing  of  agencies,  this  State 
Library  is  interested  in  type  of  service 
given  in  agencies  Ce.g.  school  and  com- 
munity). For  our  purpose  a  branch 
housed  in  a  school  but  giving  service 
entirely  to  the  community  is  something 
very  different  from  a  school  agency  affili- 
ated for  school  service.  The  first  is 
counted  as  a  community  agency,  the  sec- 
ond as  a  school  agency. 
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A  school  branch  or  station  which  gives 
some  community  service  is  designated  by 
(c)  following  the  name  of  such  distribut- 
ing agency  of  the  county  library.  A  com- 
munity branch  or  station  which  is  merely 
located  in  a  school  building  and  not  con- 
nected otherwise  with  the  school  library 
service  is  listed  only  as  a  community 
agency. 

Municipal,  district  and  high  school  li- 
braries which  have  affiliated  with  a 
county  library  for  service  are  counted  in 
total  number  of  distributing  agencies  of 
that  county  library  although  listed  sepa- 
rately from  both  its  branches  and  sta- 
tions. 

Branch  library  statistics  are  omitted 
under  the  names  of  various  branches. 
They  are  included,  however,  in  the  gen- 
eral figures  given  under  the  central  li- 
brary. For  this  reason,  circulation  and 
other  statistics  for  their  own  books  only 
and  not  for  countj'  service  are  shown,  as 
a  rule,  by  high  school,  municipal  and 
other  libraries  which  are  affiliated  with  a 
county  free  library. 

Total  circulation  is  the  count  of  books, 
pamphlets  and  periodicals  lent  for  home 
use,  from  the  central  library  or  any  agen- 
cy, and  the  count  of  each  renewal.  In 
the  total  circulation  of  a  county  library 
is  included  count  of  supplementary  books 
lent  from  schools  for  home  use,  but  not 
those  used  in  class  rooms  only. 

Inter-library  loans  between  libraries 
which  are  an  integral  part  of  the  same 
system  (branches,  stations  and  affiliated 
libraries)  are  not  counted  in  total  circu- 
lation, but  rather  in  shipments  from  a 
central  library.  State  Library  books  bor- 
rowed are  included  in  count  of  inter- 
library  loans  and  also  in  circulation  of 
the  borrowing  library. 

A  "shipment"'  from  the  central  library 
is  the  lot  of  items  sent  to  one  agency  at 
one  time.  One  shipment  might  be  two 
packages  or  a  dozen,  and  is  really  a  count 
of  the  times  books  and  other  material 
have  been  sent  to  branches  and  stations. 
The  total  items  shipped  would  be  a  count 
of  the  individual  books  or  articles  in  the 
packages  sent. 

We  consider  a  "special  request"  to  be 
a  request  emanating  from  an  individual 
borrower,  for  the  central  library  to  sup- 
ply, _  through  its  branch  or  station,  a 
specific  book  or  material  on  one  subject. 
In  this  regard  community  service  only  is 
considered,  because  practically  all  school 
requests  seem  to  be  special  requests.  A 
request  from  a  custodian  or  borrower  for 
"more  detective  stories"  would  not  count 
as  a  special  request.  The  count  is  to  be 
made  of  actual  number  of  requests  re- 
ceived at  the  central  library,  because  all 
the  requests  forwarded  are  worked  over 
by  the  headquarters  staff  even  if  they  can 
not  all  be  filled.  (Items  sent  to  agencies 
in  response  to  requests  are  counted  under 
shipments. ) 


While  municipal  libraries  have  been 
asked  to  report  only  the  number  of  peri- 
odical titles  received,  county  libraries 
report  the  total  number  of  periodicals  re- 
ceived, including  duplicate  titles,  in  order 
to  give  statistics  on  their  distribution  to 
school  and  community  agencies. 

Janitors  and  building  force,  as  well  as 
untrained  custodians  of  community 
branches  and  stations  (of  whom  some  are 
unpaid),  are  included  in  the  total  count 
of  employees. 

All  libraries  are  listed  except  elemen- 
tary public  school  and  church  libraries 
and  those  which  belong  to  private  individ- 
uals and  are  not  open  to  the  public. 
They  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  place 
under  counties,  and  counties  are  arranged 
alphabetically.  To  determine  the  county 
in  which  any  place  is  located  see  list 
following  these  introductory  paragraphs. 
This  list  includes  locations  of  branch  and 
station  libraries,  although  they  are  listed 
elsewhere  only  under  the  main  library.

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a 
county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause, 
after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  per- 
son shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county 
librarian  unless,  prior  to  his  appointment, 
he  has  received  from  the  board  of  library 
examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for 
the  office.  At  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a 
resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of 
the  State  of  California.

The  bill  establishing  the  California 
State  Library  was  signed  by  Governor 
Peter  H.  Burnett,  January  24,  1850. 

California  State  Library  School  was 
established  by  resolution  adopted  Septem- 
ber 4,  1913 ;  discontinued  by  motion 
adopted  May  22,  1920.

$166,816  (which  includes  an  allotment  of 
$118,910  for  salaries,  and  $21,150  for 
books,  continuations  and  binding).

On  August  IS  she 
assisted  the  Alameda  County  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission  by  acting  as  a  member 
of  the  oral  examination  board  interview- 
ing candidates  for  the  county  libarianship 
of  Alameda.  On  August  19  Miss  Gillis 
spoke  before  the  American  Prison  Asso- 
ciation in  San  Francisco  telling  about  the 
State  Library  work  with  California 
prisons. 

James  English  worked  as  substitute 
Janitor  for  two  months  beginning  July 
14.  On  August  1  Mabel  Sugiyama  re- 
placed Futami  Ogawa  as  Junior  Typist 
Clerk  in  Government  Documents  Section. 
P^red  Rupert,  who  was  on  our  W.P.A. 
project  for  about  eighteen  months,  was 
appointed  temporary  Book  Repairer  be- 
ginning August  1.  He  filled  the  vacancy 
left  by  Noah  Tost  when  the  latter  re- 
signed to  go  into  military  service.  Mrs. 
Virginia  Evans  worked  in  Government 
Documents  Section  from  August  2  to  15 
while  Mr.  Avin  was  on  an  extended  vaca- 
tion in  the  East.  Rex  Huffman  resigned 
from  the  Book  Repair  Section  of  the 
State  Library  August  23.  As  no  one  was 
available  from  the  civil  service  list,  John 
Lopes  was  appointed  on  temporary  au- 
thorization to  do  the  book  finishing. 
Miss  Wenzel  returned  to  work  September 
2,  illness  having  kept  her  away  from  the 
California  Section  since  April  11.  On 
September  24  Miss  Dennison  was  given 
temporary  promotion  to  Senior  Circula- 
tion Librarian  during  the  leave  of  absence 
granted  Mrs.  Buhler.  Mrs.  Virginia 
Evans  was  appointed  to  fill  the  temporary 


During  the 
month  of  July,  Elena  Eremin  did  prac- 
tice work  in  various  sections  of  the  State 
Library.

BOOKS    FOR   THE    BLIND   SECTION 

*Eloise  Ryan,  in  charge. 

Embossed  books  in  the  various  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application.  Lists  of  mate- 
rial available  for  loan  will  be  sent  on 
request.  Writing  appliances  and  games 
for  the  blind  are  lent  as  samples  to  those 
wishing  to  buy  such  articles,  so  that  the 
different  kinds  can  be  tried  before  they 
are  ordered.  Addresses  of  firms  supply- 
ing all  articles  lent  will  be  furnished  on 
request. 

Books  sent  between  blind  persons  and 
an  institution  distributing  embossed  liter- 
ature are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

A  catalog  of  all  books  in  Moon  type 
in  the  Library  up  to  October  1,  1926,  and 
one  including  all  books  in  Braille  up  to 
April  ],  1927,  will  be  sent  to  anyone  re- 
questing them.  Catalogs  of  Braille  and 
Moon  books  received  through  the  Library 
of  Congress  Project,  Books  for  the  Adult 
Blind,  are  also  available  upon  request  for 
the  period  1931-1940.  Neics  Notes,  re- 
printed from  News  Notes  of  California 
Lihraries,  carrying  a  list  of  additions  to 
the  Library  each  quarter,  is  sent  to  each 
blind  reader.  The  State  Library  will  be 
glad  to  have  borrowers  who  care  to  do  so 
write  any  letters  or  requests  for  books 
to  the  Library  in  Braille. 

Attention  of  the  borrower  is  drawn  to 
the  fact  that  books  for  return  to  the  Li- 
brary should  always  be  placed  inside  mail 
boxes  and  not  left  on  top  of  them. 

We  request  borrowers  not  to  send  post 
card  receipts  or  requests  to  the  Library

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inside  of  books.  When  books  are  re- 
turned they  often  go  out  very  quickly 
again  and  the  pages  are  not  opened  up 
one  by  one.  Therefore,  a  request  sent  in 
that  way  can  very  easily  be  lost  for  many 
months.  The  post  cards  should  be  sent 
in  the  mail  separately. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult 
blind,"  approved  by  Congress  in  1931, 
and  subsequently  amended,  an  annual  ap- 
propriation of  $350,000  is  authorized, 
$100,000  for  books  in  raised  characters, 
and  $250,000  for  sound-reproduction 
records. 

The  Library  of  Congress  distributes  to 
the  various  printing  houses  for  the  blind 
the  assignments  of  printing  books  for  the 
blind  readers  of  the  United  States.  The 
California  State  Library  has  been  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  centers  to  receive  the 
books  and  the  talking  book  records  sup- 
plied from  these  appropriations.  Many 
titles  have  been  received  and  are  reported 
currently  in  the  list  of  books  added,  with 
the  note  that  they  are  provided  by  the 
United  States  government  through  the 
Library  of  Congress.     See  page  348. 

Since  May,  1936,  the  State  Library  has 
had  the  responsibility  of  assigning  953 
talking  book  machines  in  California  and 
Nevada  to  blind  persons  unable  to  pur- 
chase such  machines  for  themselves. 
These  machines  are  made  as  a  W.  P.  A. 
project  and  are  distributed  as  loans  for 
an  indefinite  period.  Those  persons  who 
are  interested  in  borrowing  them  should 
write  to  the  State  Library.  They  will  be 
sent  application  blanks  in  turn  as  more 
machines  are  available  for  distribution. 

On  January  1,  1941,  the  total  number 
of  active  borrowers  was  1,947,  of  which 
1,603  borrowed  Braille  or  Moon  books 
and  344  borrowed  only  talking  book 
records.  Between  January  1  and  Sep- 
tember 30  of  this  year,  153  new  borrowers 
have  been  added,  of  whom  108  are  bor- 
rowers of  embossed  books  and  45  of  talk- 
ing book  records  only.  340  borrowers 
have  been  withdrawn  during  the  same 
period  for  the  following  reasons :  death 
18,  inability  to  read  5,  failure  to  borrow 
for  five  years  or  removal  from  the  lending 
area  of  the  California  State  Library  257, 
return  of  talking  book  machines  by  those 
who  borrowed  only  talking  book  records 
60.  On  October  1,  1941,  the  total  num- 
ber of  blind  borrowers  is  1,760,  of  which 
1,431  borrow  Braille  or  Moon  books,  and 
329  borrow  only  talking  book  records. 

The  first  book  was  lent  June  13,  1905. 
Total  accessions  are  now  47,061,  as  fol- 
lows :  European  Braille  books  2,918 ; 
Moon  books  11,007;  Braille  grade  li 
books  13,732;  Standard  English  Braille 
(grade  2)  books  10,102;  all  other  types 
4,208 ;  Braille  books  about  music  and 
Braille  music  scores  2,304  ;  appliances  89  ; 
games  62;  maps  40;  talking  books  (con- 
tainers)   2,599.     These  figures  are  exclu- 


sive of  magazines  in  Moon,  Braille,  and 
New  York  Point. 

During  July,  August  and  September, 
12,264  books,  etc.,  were  lent  as  follows : 
Braille  grades  1  and  1^  1,977;  Braille 
grade  2  2,434;  Moon  2,451;  all  other 
types  44  (including  appliances,  games, 
maps)  ;  magazines  566;  talking  books 
(containers)   4,792. 

From  July  1,  1940,  to  June  30,  1941, 
44,276  books,  talking  books,  magazines, 
etc.,  were  lent.  During  the  same  period 
the  Library  added  2,415  books,  talking 
books,  games  and  appliances  to  the  collec- 
tion for  the  blind.  11  books  were  dis- 
carded or  lost.

Home  Teaching 

Catharine  J.  Morrison  is  home  teacher 
for  the  blind  in  the  Southern  part  of  the 
State.  Her  home  address  is  951  S.  Ken- 
more  Avenue,  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  FItzroy  3251.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles 
and  vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips 
to  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Juliet  Bindt,  home  teacher  for  the 
Northern  part  of  the  State,  is  located  in 
Berkeley  at  2730  Garber  Street,  telephone 
THornwall  8680.  She  gives  lessons  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  area  and  down 
the  peninsula,  with  occasional  trips  to 
other  places. 

From  July  1  to  September  30,  the  home 
teachers  gave  565  lessons  in  the  homes 
of  the  blind  and  37  lessons  in  libraries. 
They  made  193  visits  and  calls  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  for  purposes  other 
than  giving  lessons. 

During  the  quarter  Mrs.  Bindt  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  405^  hours  on  cor- 
respondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
wrote  273  letters  and  .322  postals,  and 
received  188  letters  and  127  postals. 
They  also  answered  and  made  641  tele- 
phone calls.  They  made  3  addresses. 
The  various  other  activities  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  the  home  teachers  can 
not  easily  be  tabulated. 

The  annual  statistical  report  of  the 
home  teachers  and  a  summary  of  their 
activities  from  .July  1,  1940  to  June  30, 
1941  is  given  in  the  July  issue  of  Netcs 
Notes  of  California  Libraries.

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Section  is  fully  equipped  with  the  latest 
reports,  digests,  encyclopedias,  and  text- 
books, the  statutes  of  other  states,  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  Canada, 
Australia  and  certain  other  foreign  coun- 
tries and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases  de- 
cided in  the  California  Supreme  and 
Appellate  courts.  State  officers  are  en- 
titled to  borrow  books  and  private  indi- 
viduals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  All  books  are  sub- 
ject to  recall,  if  required  by  a  state 
officer,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, a  recall  is  fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  counties  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries  and  individuals.

All  the  general  reference 
books  are  shelved  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall, 
the  main  reading  room  of  the  Reference 
Section. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
lend  books  through  other  libraries  where 
possible.

The  WPA  project  which  had  been 
working  for  more  than  three  years  in 
Sutro  Branch  was  closed  on  .July  31, 
1941.  A  great  many  worth-while  things 
were  accomplished.  Books  were  cleaned, 
old  leather  bindings  were  oiled,  inven- 
tory was  taken. 

In  addition  to  work  of  this  kind, 
thousands  of  Mexican  pamphlets  and 
periodicals  were  sorted  and  listed  and  a 
mimeographed  catalog  with  an  author 
index  was  prepared.  The  English  pam- 
phlets and  early  English  news  letters,  too, 
hitherto  unlisted,  were  partially  listed 
and  a  chronological  mimeographed  cata- 
log of  them  begun.     The  Hebrew  manu- 
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scripts  were  described  in  detail  and  a 
catalog  prepared  for  publication. 

The  project  mimeographed,  in  addition 
to  the  lists  of  Mexican  and  English  pam- 
phlets, several  bibliographies  of  material 
in  the  Sutro  collection  and  reprints  of 
some  of  the  rare  material  in  the  library 
as  well  as  copies  of  some  manuscripts. 
The  collection  contains  so  much  of  the 
rare  pamphlet  material  published  at  the 
time  of  the  first  Mexican  revolution  that 
the  bibliographies  and  reprints  having  to 
do  with  it  are  particularly  interesting. 

These  publications  were  all  oifered  for 
sale  by  the  Sutro  Library  Associates,  a 
group  formed  to  offer  advice  and  give 
other  aid  to  the  library  and  the  project. 
The  supply  of  some  of  the  bibliographies 
is  exhausted  but  some  copies  of  most  of 
the  reprint  and  manuscript  series  are 
left  and  can  still  be  had.
